LOVE MIXED 


BEDFORD CRIME. 


Investigation Into the Mys- | 


tery of the Murder of Miss 
Sarah C. Schafer Takes 
Peculiar Turn. . 


CHICAGO MAN A SUSPECT: 


Resident of This mea Declared 
to Have Been Involved in 
Young Woman’s 
[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


ord, Ind., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—A wom- 
an, whose only known name is “ Bess,"’ and 
aman, whose name is unknown, both of Chi- 
cago, are the only persons up to date to whom 
the authorities are looking for assistance in 
clearing up the mystery of the brutal murder 
of Miss Sarah Schafer, the pretty school 
teacher. 
This man, the authorities believe, was in- 


‘fatuated with the murdered girl. That he 


did something or said something that caused 
her to sever the relations existing between 
them also is apparent. That she cast him off 
within the last few daye also is certain. 


Begs Forgiveness for “Him.” 

This clew leaked out tonight when it 
was learned that at a special court 
of inquiry held this afternoon by Deputy 
Prosecutor Stephenson a letter was read that 
had been received at Miss Schafer’s board- 
ing house today and addressed to her by a 
correspondent in Chicago. 

The letter was in a woman’s handwriting 
and was signed, according to one man pres- 
ent at the inquiry, with the name “ Bess." 

Throughout the letter reference was made 
to a Chicago man who, it appeared, had 
called on Miss Schafer in Bedford during the 
early part of January. The name of the man 


was not given. In the first few lines of tne 


letter the writer expressed regret that“ he ”’ 
had “ made a crack at Miss Schafer and begs 
that she forgive ‘him.’” The sentence 


which follows, in which ..e writer expresses . 


the hope that ““eome [what person is 
not clear] will have the “ strength to iive 
him down,” evidently refers again to Mi 
Schafer's Chicago admirer. . 


Who Is “Bess?” 


‘The envelope of the letter does not bear . 


the name of the sender, and nothing ih the 
contents indicates the identity of this person, 
other than the name “ Bess” signed to it. 

The letter was received, according to Mrs. 
Addie Smith, the dead girl's landlady, in the 
morning mail. 

The officials will devote their energies to 
morrow to making inquiries among the dead 
girl's friends as to the possible identity of 
the man referred to.in the letter. 


Girl in Love Affairs. 

That Sarah Schafer chose to conceal much 
of her own personality from her friends and 
that she in this way lived a twofold life 
are conclusions drawn by officials working 
on the mystery of the girl’s murder, from 
guarded remarks she made shortly before 
her death regarding her “‘ love affairs.”’ 

Strangely, as it now seems to the police, 
the young women with whom Sarah Schafer 
was most intimate while a Normal schoo] 
student at Terre Haute and with whom she 
roomed, and corresponded after her depart- 
ure to Bedford, have insisted that their 
dead friend had no “ love affairs "' and cared 
no more for the society of one sex than the 
other. 

Today it has been made apparent that the 
dead girl had her affairs of the heart lke 
most of her friends, though she spoke of 
these rarely and then to persons in whom 
she had more than ordinary confidence. A 


' few of these were her friends in Bedford, 


and from them the police today succeeded 
in obtaining information, as they think, of 
the highest value. The identity of their in- 
formants is still kept secret except in the 
case of Clara and Georgie Friedley, the first 
named a teacher in the Bedford High school 
and the last a librarian at the Bedford New- 
berry library. 


Once Engaged to Elkhart Man. 
Both have stated that shortly before her 
death Sarah Schafer said that she had been 
engaged to marry a city official of Elkhart, 
where her parents live, and that a quarrel 
while she was visiting at home during the 
Christmas holidays had broken the engage- 


ment. The cause of the quarrel was not toid : 


nor the name of the Elkhart man. 

“I don’t wish to talk about it,” the girl 
said moodily. ‘ It has been the regret of my 
life, and I am trying to forget.”’ 

Another man to whom the Schafer girl 
had referred as an admirer was “ Bert.” 
His last name she never mentioned, 

A few days before her death she announced 
to Clara Friediey that this man had come 
to Bedford and had talked with her over the 
telephone, begging permission to call on her. 

“I told him I would not see him under any 
circumstances,” the girl had said angrily. 


Men Arrested; Proves Alibi. 

All day the police, the sheriff, and, in fact, 
every officer in the city, aided by Chief of 
Police Hager of Louisville and a Pinkerton 
detective from Chicago, have been working 
on the case. This afternoon the arrest of a 
man at Crothersville in an adjoining county 
caused them to hope the murderer had been 
captured. The man gave his name as Theo- 
dore Branaham. His clothes were spotted 
with blood, his face bore numerous scratches, 
and the back of his head showed several 
wounds inflicted with some frail instrument, 
probably @n umbrella. When arrested he 
was trying to hold up a saloonkeeper, He, 
however, proved an alibi, 


Reddish Brown Hair Another Clew. 


In addition to the Chicago letter, the only 


clew the authorities have is the reddish 
brown hair found clutched in the girl's 
hand. The hair, say doctors who exam- 
ined it at the inquest, is evidently from 
a white man’s mustache. Friends of the 
dead girl said today they knew of no man 
with whom she was acquainted having a 
mustache of that color. 

A report that Miss Schafer shortly before 
her death had written home that she had 
been bothered one night by attentions paid 
her by a young man caller was denied to- 
day by the girl’s brother. According to the 
report, Miss Schafer had been obliged to

HEKILLS HIS ROBBER 


Shoemaker Dijons Shoots When 


Thieves Pay Third Visit. 


STOCK IS TWICE DEPLETED. 


Starts to Watch Over Goods All Night 
When He Finds Use for Gun. 


Robbed twice within a week, Frank Dijons, 


proprietor of a little shoe shop at 328 East 
Ohio street, last night shot and killed one 
of two men who were making the third at- 
tempt at burglary. The shooting was heard 
by many of the guests of the Virginia hotel, 
who ran to the Rush street entrance in time 
to witness the flight of the second burglar 
from the shop, which is diagonally across 
the street, to the southeast. 

The fleeing man was not captured, but the 
police later identified the victim as Edward 
Cuthbert, who had worked at 274 East Su- 
perior street as a teamster. He was out ofa 
job. Dijons surrendered, 


Driven Frantic by Robberies. 

Dijons was unnerved by the killing and 
wept in the office of Police Inspector Camp- 
bell as he told of being driven frantic by the 
series of robberies that had almost depleted 
the little stock of goods installed in the place. 

The first robbery, he said, in the store oc- 
curred on Jan. 18, the thieves carrying away 
two cases of shoes. 

Early yesterday the place again was en- 
tered and sixty-five pairs of shoes, nearly all 
that remained, were taken 

“ If they came again I would have nothing 
left,” he said to the inspector, “so I spent 
nearly all the money I had for this revolver,” 
pointing to a rusted weapon on the in- 
spector’s desk 

“ I live on the west side, but I made up my 
mind to sleep in the store, even though I 
shivered from the cold. I was just going to 
close up tonight when they came again and 
tried to steal my showcase.” 


Finds Use for Revolver. 


It appears that a small showcase contain- 
ing two dozen pairs of sample shoes was out- 
side the store, and as Dijons ran to the door 
at 8 p. m. tWo men were carrying it away. 
Dijons called to them to stop, and declares 
one of thé men said: “ Let's stop and get 

At that moment the proprietor grasped the 
revolver from a work bench near the door 
and fired. The thief closed in to grapple with 
him and fell with his head and shoulders in- 
side the doorway. Four bullets struck him 
in the head. 

. The showcase was dropped by his compan- 
jon, the glass shattering Gnd the shoes were 
scattered about the walk. 

“It looks like a case of poverty and des- 
peration on both sides,” said Inspector 
Campbell later. ‘‘The dead man's shoes 
are worn through. This may have been his 
first attempt and a coincidence, but it was 
a bad one for him.”

JUSTICES IN A HUFF. 


President Fails to See How They 
Have Been “ Insulted.” 


SOCIAL WAR MAY FOLLOW. 


Head of Supreme Court Calls at Whito 
) House and Quits in Anger. , 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special. ]— 


Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Harlan both 
visited the White house today, and after the 
visit left there evidently in an angry mood. 
They had an interview with the president 
relative to what they have considered an 
“{nsult”’ to them at the reception Thursday 
evening, when members of the diplomatic 
corps were given precedence of the Supreme 
court justices and other members of the 
judiciary in whose honor the reception was 
supposed to be held. 

These two distinguished jurists called today 
to protest against the action, but were able 
to secure little satisfaction, as the rule of 
precedence is well established that ambassa- 
dors at any social function have precedence 
of all local officials. , 


President Sticks to Precedent. 
The president sustained his subordinates 
in enforcing the rule of precedence estab- 
lished all over the world, and the justices ac- 
cordingly left the White house in an angry 
frame of mind, although they refused to talk 
for publication. 

Mrs. Fuller, however, announced to her 
friends that she would refuse to attend the 
dinner to the Supreme court to be given by 
the president, and for which invitations al- 
ready have been issued and accepted. The 
Supreme court people are much wrought up 
over the incident of Thursday night and a 
social war of alarming proportions is threat- 


ened. 
Nobody Specially Honored. 

Invitations to the White house receptions 
do not contain the slightest intimation that 
one reception differs from another. 

The guests therefore have no officia] noti- 
fication that the reception is “in honor of ” 
the judiciary or anybody else. During the 
last administration, as well as during the 
present one, guests have been asked to visit 
the president and his wife. To give an op- 
portunity to invite everybody, one reception 
has been specially devoted to the judiciary, 
another to the army and navy, and so on. 
The Supreme court people have assumed that 
because the social program called this the 
judicial” reception they were the guests 
of honor and should rank everybody else. 

The president takes the ground that he in- 
vites his guests to see him as any other 
host does, and on that account has gently 
but firmly “ turned down " the irate Supreme 
court justices, and will treat the ambessa- 
dors and mifisters as the guests of the na- 
tion. 

The social fabric of Washington has been 
seriously twisted, and the White house and 
the Supreme court are not chummy.

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The fed- 
eral grand jury returned an indictment to- 
day against Joseph Ralph Burton, senior 
United States senator from Kansaa, for hav~- 
ing accepted money from the Rialto Grain 
and Securities company of St. Louis wiifle he 
(Burton) was a United States senator. The 
charge against Senator Burton is. that he 
went before the postmaster general, the chief 
postoffice inspector, and other high officials 


‘In the postoffice department and prevailed 


upon the authorities not to declare the grain 
company’s use of the mails fraudulent. For 
this service, the Indictment charges, Burton 
received $500 a month for five consecutive 
months. é 

The indictment against Senator Burton 
contains nine counts, each identical with the 
others, with the exception of the names of 
men and the places and time when the al- 
leged bribes were given. 

What Charges Specify. 

The charge as set forth in the first countis 
that on the 26th of March, 1908, Senator Bar- 
ton, in the city of St. Louis, “unlawfully, 
knowingly, wiltfully, and corrfiiptly did take 
from the Rialto Grain and Securities com- 
pany a sum of $500 as compepsation for serv- 
ices given by him on the 22d day of November, 
1902, and other days between that date and 
March 26, 1903,” in going before the post- 
master general and the chief postoffice in- 
spector, whereby he prevailed upon them 
not to mark as fraudulent matter, which the 
grain compaty in pursuance of its business 
sent through the mails. , 

Dates of Alleged Peyments. 

_According to the indictment Senator Bur 

ton was giveh sums of $500 on five separate 


gecasions—Noy. 22, 1902; 15, 1902; Jan. 


22, 1908; Feb. 16, 1908; and March 26, 1903, 
the last being the date set forth in the firsi 
count. All the money with the exception o/ 
the last amount was paid in checks on tha 
Comnionwealth Trust company, it is charged, 
and, according to United States District At- 
torney Dyer, these checks, with Senator Bur- 
ton’s indorsement written on the back, will 
be introduced as evidence against him. The 
last payment on March 26, 1908, it is charged, 
was made to Senator Burton in the offices 
of the Rialto Grain company. , 
The two men named as persons from whom 
Senator Burton received the money are Maj. 


Hugh C. Dennis, president and treasurer, ~ 


and W. D. Mahaney, vice president, of the 
Rialto Grain com y. 

It was stated at the office of the United 
States district attorney tuis afternoon that 
Senator Burton in all probability would not 
wait for congress to adjourn before submit- 
ting to arrest, but would give himself up o 
his own accord. 


Promoter Oame from Canada 

The Rialto Grain and Securities company, 
which has been conspicuously before the 
public for a year or more on accéunt of the 
almost continuous prosecution of its officers 
in state and federal courts, was organized 
about three years ago by Maj. Hugh C. Den- 
nis, who came from Canada. It ts said that 
he achieved his title in the Canadian mflitia, 

At the time of the invextigation of the get 
rich quick concerns, which made their head- 
quarters in this city about a year ago, Send 
tor Burton's name was prominentiy connec#- 
ed with oné of the companies whose o 
were in the Equitable building. One of the 
most glowing testimonials was signed with 
the name of Senator J. Ralph Burton of 
Kansas. 


Not First Charge Against Him. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special. 
Several times since becoming a member .of 
the United States senate Senator Burton of 
Kansas. has been charged with acting as 
attorney for certain get rich quick turf tn- 
vestment companies and with using his influ- 
ence to protect them. 

The Kansas statesman unfortunately has 
been the central figure in several. trane- 
actions which have not added to his prestige.’ 


Loses Friendship of President. 


Some time ago the senator from Kansas 
lost the friendship of President Roosevelt, 
and is now persona non grata at the White 
house. This was brought about by Senator 
Burton’s connection with the New Jerusalem 
company. The senator wrote to President 
Roosevelt about the concern, and the presi- 
dent in reply wrote a letter indorsing the 
scheme. Some time later this letter of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt became public; and it iz 
charged it was used to raise money by 
showing the president was favorable to the 
scheme. 

As soon as the president learned what was 
being done he wrote another letter’ with- 
drawing his aproval, and made some vigor- 
ous remarks concerning the manner in which 
his indorsement was secured. It is said that 
later Senator Burton called at the White 
house and the president piainly toid the 
Kansan what he thought of the matter. 
Since this interview Senator Burton has not 
visited the V’hite house. 


Senator Seeks to Explain. 

Senator Burton, when told of his indict- 
ment in Louis, said: 

“My connection with Dennis was simply 
that of a lawyer professionally employed to 
defend a suit of prosecution. 

“Dennis was having some trouble with 
his company besides the indictment which 
was brought against him and he came here to 
consult me regarding the case. It was while 
here we visited the postoffice department and 
made the Inquiries regarding charges against 
Dennis.” 

Senator Burton says that fs the only con- 
nection he has had with the postoffice de- 
partment relating to this case.

Transportation and Hotels Are ' 


Two Problems Destined to 
Cause Trouble.

Louis, Mo., Jan. 23.—[Special.]J—When 


President Roosevelt touches the electric but- 
ton which starts the water down the cas- 
cades at the Louisiana Purchase exposition 


April 30 next at 9 o’clock the world’s fair of 


St. Louls will be wholly completed, so far as 
bulldings and grounds go. It: now seems 


ehtirely incredible that the 70,000 exhibiters 


will be ready for the opening day. But Di- 
rector of Exhibits Skiff states that more ex- 
hibits will be in place on the opening day 
‘ than in any other world’s fairiever given. 

A careful survey of this magnificent project 
shows about the following results: 

Construction of buildings now practically 
done. 

_ Laying out of grounds well in hand and 
can be completed by April 1, if necessary. 

‘Exhibits slow in getting started; certain to 
be a crush, with bad delays during April. 

Hotel capacity inadequate. 

Railroad transportation from the east to 
St. Louis inadequate. | 

Facilities for getting people to the grounds 
inadequate. 

Estimated attendance by officials, 29,000,- 
000 paid admissions; range of estimates,

¢ Main Picture Beautiful. 

The picture of the * Cascade City,” which 
ta destined to be the title of this great exposi- 
tion, has within the last few days so rapidly 
taken shape that what, will be the grand ef- 
fect when it is finally completed can be seen. 

The main exhibit buildings in a semi-circle 
converging at a central point, crowned by 
& magnificent structure on the top of a hill 
some eighty feet above the plateau, with 
cascades running to the lagoon in the front 
of the picture, is one of startling novelties. 
The framework is now well away from the 
constructive work around the central build- 
ings; but water is not yet running down the 
cascades. It would perhaps be well to wait 
until all is finished and the grounds have 
the supreme setting of human beings before 
judgment is passed upon the effect, but it is 
the opinion of artists and architects who 
have viewed the scene in its present incom- 
plete state that the picture will take its place 
among the great sights that the world has 


ween. | 
No doubt there will be discussions as to the 


comparative beauties of the White City at. 


Chicago and the Cascade City at St. Louis, 
but the two are so dissimilar that there need 
be no serious dispute. 

There will not be, however, in the Cascade 
City any structure equaling or even rivaling 
the great structure devoted to liberal arts 

at Chicago. Instead there will be three 
buildings of smaller size devoted to the ex- 
hibits which were installed in that world 
famous building. The general use of wooden 
arches instead of steel here at St. Louls has 
changed construction materially, and the 
result will be important in all future projects 
for great expositions. 


Buildings to Be Ivory White. 

At Chicago the buildings were dead white. 
Here the vast expanse of staff will be painted 
an ivory white, the only color effect used 
being in the corridors and entrances, where 
variegated hues will be called upon much 

more extensively than at Chicago for decora- 
tive purposes. 

To one who has a vivid recollection of the 
winter preceding the world’s fair in Chicago, 
Sleven years ago, there@are many striking 
sontrasts shown here in St. Louis at a date 
corresponding. Perhaps the most striking 
contrast is the forwardness of the exposi- 

tion buildings. Estimates made by Director 
of Works Taylor show that 96 per cent of the 
onstruction has been done, leaving only 4 
sr cent yet to be completed. 

Sevetal of the largest public buildings have 


Seen wholly completed and have been ac- 
= cepted by the exposition company. 


With 
Many others, Hke the great transportation 
building, there is only a little sidewalk to be 
laid in front. On still others, all that is now 
lacking is the statuary, which is rapidly going 
into place. The main item is the painting 
and repainting of the great structures and 
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the wall decorations in the corridors and en- 
The latter is well in hand and can be 
from now on. si 


New Hotels Are Scarce. 


Still another striking contrast is the ab- 
wence of new builidings for hotel purposes 
on the way to the fair grounds. Eleven 
years ago the entire south side south of Thir- 
ty-ninth street, in Chicago, echoed with the 
sound of hammer and saw and the call for 
“more mort” by the bricklayers. That part 
of the south side contiguous to the fair 


_ grounds was filled with new buildings, 


every one of them designed for world’s fair 
boarders and roomers. Tas Trisune de- 
voted two pages in one issue to the hotels 
which had been put up expressly for the 


‘World's fair. Written in the same condensed | 


way a column article would be sufficient to 
tell of the world’s fair hotels in St. Louis. 
Nor does there seem to be much building 
going on in the business district. 

The cause for the failure of St. Louts to 
boom was twofold. First, the cost of labor 
fneident to the building of the fair made 
construction far more expensive than {t was 
in Chicago. Then the scare of overdoing 
things held people back. It is the genera! 
impression here that Chicago was overbullt 
for many years after the fair by the construc- 
tion which went up during the year preced- 
ing the opening of the Columbian exposition 
on May 1, 18938. There were some runs on the 
banks a few weeks ago which tended to tight- 
en up the money market. and no doubt many 
were held back from building on account of 
their inability to secure funds. 


Guest Problem a Hard One. 


The exposition officials have been greatly 
disappointed in the amount of hotel accom- 
modation they see and are wide awake to the 
danger to which the fair may be exposed on 
that account. They are pushing to the ut- 
most plans by which accommodations will 
be furnished in private houses throughout 
the city. They claim to have sufficient ac- 
commodations to care for the ordinary 
crowd. The mechanical difficulties, how- 
ever, of connecting up 10,000 to 30,000 guests 
arriving by train daily with as many different 
rooms scattered throughout the city makes 
the problem an extremely serious one. It is 
being worked out most carefully and per- 
haps may be largely overcome. 

When Gov. Francis and his aids started in 
to build the fair they estimated that they 
could make a better exposition than Chicago 
hed with an expenditure by the company of 
some $16,000,000. Of this amount St. Louis 
Subscribed $5,000,000, congress gave $5,000,- 
000, and the state of Missouri a like amount. 
Plans were all made to keep inside of that 
limit. After the estimates had been made it 
Was seen that there was.a vast difference 
between saying that a thing woulda cost so 
much and what it did actually cost. 

All the money is now gone and between 
$4,500,000 and $5,000,000 more will be re-

Reasons for Increased Cost. 


The reasons for the increased cost were 
two. First, labor advanced beyond a point 
deemed possible when the original plans were 
made, and second, the cost of material 
sharply advanced throughout the list. In 
a comparative statement covering the cost of 
labor during the world’s fair construction in 
Chicago and the present scale in St. Louis 
the following marked advances are noticed: 
Carpenters, Chicago, 40 cents per hour; 8t. 
Louis, 55. Plasterers, Chicago, $3.25 per day; 
St. Louis, $6. Plumbers, Chicago, $3.50 per 
day; St. Louis, $5. Electrical workers, Chi- 
cago, $3 per day of ten hours; St. Louis, $5- 
per day of eight hours. Ironworkers, Chi- 
cago, 35 cents per hour; St. Louis, 55 cents, 
Common labor, Chicago, 15 cents per hour; 
St. Louis, 25 cents. The same advances run 
through all the trades. : 

The average advance in.the price of ma- 
terial was about 20 per cent over the prices 
which prevailed when the original plans were 
drawn. Compared with Chicago the advance 
was still greater. 


Where St. Louis Excels. 


Carefully prepared comparisons between 
the Chicago and St. Louis fairs were made 
up for President Francis and the delegation 
to Washington a shorttimeago. These con- 
purisons, as revised to date, received the 
official sanction of the authorities here, ard 
give perhaps as good an idea of the extent. 
ef the Louisiana Purchase exposition as 
could be gained anywhere. They are here 
reproduced: 

Site of St. Louis fair, 1,240 acres; Chicago,’ 


643. 

Space for exhibits under roof—St. Louis, 
128 acres; Chicago, 82. 

Plans of St. Louis exposition in their sev- 
eral features, from 50 to 100 per cent greater 
than at Chicago. 

Appropriations by states and territories— 
St. Louis, $6,749,986 already made, with ad- 
ditions in sight, making a total of over 
$8,000,000; Chicago, $5,414,031. 

Horse power of power plant—St. Louis. 
40,000; Chicago, 12,000. 

The foreign buildings and their gardens at . 
Si Louis occupy three times the space for 
like purposes at Chicago. 

The mileage of walks and roadways and of 
electric conduits and water pipes and sewer- 
age nearly quadruples that at Chicago. 

This official statement takes particular 
pride in recounting the part which foreign 
governments will play here in St. Louis. It 
is related that there are thirty-seven inde- 
pendent foreign governmegts and sixteen 
colonial governments which have made ap- 
propriations of $7,017,250 and more applica- 
tions are being constantly received. At’'Chi- 
cago forty-three countries and colonies par- 
ticipated, with a total expenditure of $5,769, - 
008. Several European cities have supple- 
mented their national appropriation by sep- 
arate municipal exhibits, among them being 
notably Paris and Berlia. 


Show Too Big for the Town. 


All the ‘troubles of the exposition manage- 
ment, both past and to come, are concealed in 
this statement of President Francis: ‘‘ The 
exposition is too big for St. Louis.” It is all 
out of proportion. Located at London, Paris, 
or Berlin in Europe, or at New York or Chi- 
cago in America, the relation between the city 
and the fair would have been in far better 
keeping. The restricted supply of labor was 
what led to'’sharp advances by the labor un- 
jons. The lack of adequate hotel facilities 
was Gue to the size of the city primarily. 
For all ordinary purposes, St. Louls is well 
enough supplied with hotels. It certainly is 
as well supplied as any city of its size in 
the country. 

The burden of construction under such ad- 
verse circumstances has fallen upon Isaac 
, Taylor, director of works. Mr. Taylor went 
over the list of buildings and checked up care- 
f fully the work yet to be done before he could 
say that the fair was finished- 

“ Within forty days every buflding on the 
grounds could be completed and ready for 
installation,” he said. “The one farthest 
behind is Festival hall, and that will be fin- 
ished without rushing inside of fifty days. 
Without any trouble at all, the buildings and 
grounds could be placed in shape by April 1. 
We have a margin of an entire month. All 
the pipe work for the cascades, to carry 90,- 
000 gallons of water a minute, all the revet- 
ment in the lagoons, are now ready to turn 
in the water. 

“ The intramural street railroad which the 
fair has built will be opened for traffic when 
the general passenger agents meet here next 
week. This road was constructed by the ex- 
position company and not by a private cor- 


poration.” 


7 Architect Taylor’s Troubles. 

“From the beginning to the present time, 
what has caused you the greatest trouble?’ 
he was asked. 

“I think I have had more trouble with ex- 
cavations than anything else,” Mr. Taylor 
said, after a little hesitation. “We havea 
found most everything on these grounds. A 
stone quarry would crop out at the most un- 
expected place. On federal government hill 
we opened up @ coal mine and had to dig the 
coal out pefore we could get a foundation. 
That was not all dead loss, for we used the 
coal In running the engines. I presume we 
spent $300,000 extra on that account. 

“Then you know there is a difference in 
elevation in the park of from seventy to 
eighty feety This required an immense 
amount of grading and leveling. We would 
select a site, and then it had to be filled 
in or dug out. Frequently we would no more 
than get well started before we would run 
into a stone quarry, and then there was more 
trouble. I have spent in this department 
over $12,000,000 in cash, and every dollar of 
it is represented in signed vouchers. No 
bank ever kept books more carefully than we 


, have in the construction department.” 


Then the talk drifted back to the hercu- 
lean work of construction. “ We have used 
on these grounds 100,000,000 feet of lumber,” 


Mr. Taylor continued. We started out to 
use” 75,000,000. We have employed on an

gates are opened. President Francis is con- 
fident that congress will advance the amount 


most serious objection to taking local money: Be 


average 3,500 men per day from the time we 

began work until now. Just at present we 
have only 2,500, and the number will grow 
less from now on. 

“The public exhibit buildings of the fair 
have cost about $6,000,000. While the state 
and foreign buildings have been constructed 
by. contractors working directly for those 
putting them up, their plans have all passed 
through this department for approval. I 
can say positively that the state buildings 
are the best ever constructed at any expos!- 
tion. The plans for the concessions also had 
to have the approval of my department. 


Concessions in Good Shape. 


“The. concesmons generally are much 
farther along than usual. Most of them will 
be ready in ample time, I would estimate 
that the concessionnaires will have about 
$3,500,000 invested when the fair opens. This 
includes not only the cost of their buildings 
but also the cost of bringing their people here 
and installing their shows. This concession 
business has got to be a science, At Chicago 


be done, but most of the men who have 
secured concessions have had ample experi- 
ence and know what to expect. I find that 
the majority of them figure on getting their 
money back if the paid admissions amount 
to 12,000,000 people. If the attendance should 
run to 21,000,000, as at Chicago, they figure 
on a fair profit.” ;

Transportation Not the Best. 


Forest park, where the fair is located, 
is on the extreme western limit of the 
city of St. Louis. The question of getting 
people there from the city and getting them 
back again has been a most troublesome 
one. Notwithstanding the hopefulness of 
Cc. L. Hilleary, traffic manager’ of the ex- 
position, it would seem that the problem is 
far from being satisfactorily solved. The re- 
cent announcement that the Wabash would 
put on a local service between the Union 
depot and the fair grounds, however, cleared 
the atmosphere a good deal. 

There are five street car lines running to 
the fair grounds from the center of thu city. 
Mr. Hilleary estimates that these car lines 
can together carry 15,000 people per hour. 
He further estimates that the raflroad run- 
ning between the union station and the fair 
grounds can carry 40,000 more per hour, 
making an aggregate hourly capacity of 
55,000. The plans of the Wabash is to fur- 
nish transportation similar to that of the 
lllinois Central at Chicago. The same style 
of * cattle car” as was used in Chicago will 
be put in operation by the Wabash. Every 
seat will open directly on to the raised plat- 
form. People will leave the cars on one side 
and pass out while people about to enter the 
cars will come in on another platform and 
enter from the other side. 

It is said that the street car company has 
ample equipment for carrying the largely 
increased c¢ which will come upon it dur- 
ing fair time. At present the company does 
not furnish sufficient facilities and during 
much of the time it is a fight to get a placs 
on a car at all. At times there are from 
200. to 300 people waiting at a time for a 
chance to get on a car at the fair grounds. 

Considerable relief may be given to the 
crowded condition at the Union station tf 
the roads generally run their world's fair 
trains to the fair grounds, where ample ter- 
minal facilities will be afforded them. Ar 
Chicago, however, the termina! station in the 
fair grounds proved a failure and was seldom 
ured by excursion trains. It was found that 
the first thing a person does who comes to 


sec a world’s fair is not to rush to the 
grounds, but to first secure an abiding place

it was largely guesswork as to what would: 


and get settled therein before venturing 
forth. Compared with Chicago, the Wabash 
service will about equal the Illinois Central 
express service there. 


Surface Cars Inadequate. 

The street car service, counting in the 
crosstown lines, is about the same. Then 
Chicago had the elevated, which will not be 
duplicated here. On the other hand, St. 
Louis will have any. quantity of automobile 


and tajlyho lines running out through the ° 


residence districts to the fair grounds. 
There will be hundreds, if not thousands, of 
these conveyances, and they will relieve any 
congestion materially. In ‘this, as in other 
matters, the exposition authorities are fully 
alive to the troubles ahead of them, and 
during the three months. they still have for 
preparation may be able to overcome most 
of the obstacles in the way of getting back 
and forth. 

The railway transportation facilities from 
the east side of the Mississippi are also un- 
satisfactory. The terminal company is en- 
deavoring to increase its trackage, but it 
lacks the room needed. No more serious 
question confronts. the railroads than getting 
their trains in and out of St. Louis, and it is 
feared that in spite of all that can be done 
by the time the fair is opened the delays to 
passenger trains will be vexatious. - 

There is not one-tenth as much interest and 
talk around the exposition headquarters re- 
garding the probable nominee of the demo- 
cratic convention here next‘ July as there is 
regarding the probable attendance ati the 
fair. Every official has his' own personal es- 
timate, and is ready to back it up by number- 
less facts and figures. The lowest of any 
enthusiast is 15,000,000. The highest is 36,- 
000,000. At Chicago Col. Culp, who !s the 
head of the department having to do with re- 
ceptions and public days. estimated the at- 
tendance at 22,000,000, being within 1,000,000 
of the actual paid admissions. By the same 
token, Col. Culp now estimates the attend- 
ance at.St. Louls at 20,000,000. | 


Fair Extensively Advertised. 

The fair authorities are using the stereopti- 
con to a greater extent than ever before at- 
tempted for advertising purposes. One hun- 
Gred lecturers are now out threughout the 
country giving talks with stereopticon nioc- 
tures of the fair. At every winter resort of 
the country there Is the lecturer and his lan- 
tern. It is hoped that the entire republican 
convention, which will meet in Chicago early 
in the summer, can be captured and brought 
to St. Louls en masse immediately after ad- 
journment. 

Then there will be the national democratic 
convention here. So confident are the world’s 
fair officials of the extent and beauty of the 
fair that. they figure they could afford to 
entertain all comers free during May and 
June for the advertising which these visitors 
would spread and bring people during the 
remaining part of the fair. 

Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the ex- 
position company, felt certain that the rail- 
roads would give rates throughout the ex- 
position which would be attractive to all 
who desire to come. His idea was that one 
fare would be charged for tickets good for 
thirty days, with a slight advance for tickets 
good throughout the exposition. Day coach 
excursions, he believes, will be given at much 
less rates. 

Mr. Stevens pointed out one marked char- 
acteristic of this fair as compared with Chi- 
cago. That was the large number of people 
who would live inside the grounds. 
state building, he said, has sleeping accom- 
modations and in all the state and foreign 
buildings there would probably be accom- 
modations for 4,000 or 56,000 people. Then 
there will be barracks for 2,000, and che con- 
cessions are all providing places for the 
people they employ.

The general percentage 
for restaurants is one-quarter of the“gross 
receipts. On the surface it would seem that 
the *‘ pike ’’ would be disappointing to those 
who still have pleasant memories of the mid- 
way in Chicago.

There will be no beauty show, no oriental 
dancing, nothing of that kind. The whole will 
be educational and instructive, it is claimed. 
That is what the committee on concessions 
and the officials have tried to make the pike, 
and the contracts are al] strict, but a man 


close to a number of concessionaires insists 


that there will be a change after the fair 
opens. When the board of lady managers 
comes along the pike will be like a Sunday 
school picnic. After the board of lady mana- 
gers has gone its way “ there will be some- 
thing doing,” he insists, in a good many of 
the concessions. 

Never before has so much money been put 
into concessions as in St. Louis. In addition 
to the $3,500,000 which will be expended upon 
the big shows there will be $500,000 more 
spent upon the restaurants and other side 
issues scattered throughout the grounds. 


Some Ambitious Concessions. 
Some of the attractions are extremely am- 
bitious, particularly the reproduction of the 
city of Jerusalem. This last mentioned will 
cost $750,000 and will cover thirteen acres of 


‘ground. The brewers have put $700,000 in a 


building covering seven acres. It is a re- 
production of the Tyrolese Alps. The Pike 
is centrally located and is not off to one side 
like the midway was in Chicago. Much of it 
was in a tract which the brewers secured 
alongside Forest park. A rental of $50 per 
front foot was charged to the concessions, in 
addition to the percentage they will be com- 
pelled to pay the exposition company. 

Many people who have been seeking con- 
ceasions and have been unable to secure any 
action believe the exposition people to be un- 
reasonably slow. The story is told of one 
man who waited a year for action on his ap- 
plication and then went away disgusted, In 
all, ninety concessions have been granted 
during the two yeas that the department 
has been in operation,

What the Report States. 

Here it is possible to: leave rumors and 
denials and dea! only with facts.

Findings Have Soothing Effect. 

When the city officials read these and other

He @nds that the asbestos curtain failed 
to drop because it was caught by a project- 
ing border light, which should have been 
thrown back out of the way. The employés, 
he finds, made several ‘efforts to drop the 
curtain and then fled. 

He finds that the act of the stage employés 
in opening the stage doors caused the current 
of air that swept the flames out over the 
audience and that the vents over the stage 
were closed and those over the auditorium 
open, augmeriting the rush of fire. 

The skylights over the stage, he finds, were 
fustened in such a manner as to make it nec- 
essary’ to go to the roof to open them. He 
then relates how on the day after the fire four 
employés of the Fuller Construction company 
removed the boards and wires with which the 
skylights had been shut. 

Exits were locked. It is found that the 
exits provided met all the requirements of 
the ordinance, but that the theater manage- 
ment, without obtaining permits from the 
city, had/located two fron gates across the 
stairway. 

“A great many dead bodies were found 
near these gates,’ states the report. Contin- 
uing on the subject of locked exits the lawyer 


d: 

* At the time this fire occurred the theater 
management suffered to be locked with a 
key a certain door which was at the head of 
the wide separate passageway leading from 
the main top exit of the gallery directly to 
the vestibule at the Randolph street en- 
trance to the theater. This was the only 
doorway or means of escape to the south 
from that whole passageway.” 

Lists the Laws Violated. 

It is found also that the following ordl- 
nances were violated:

For the first time the theater owners now 
understand practically what they will have 
to do before the playhouses can reopen. 
Council action must authorise the recom- 
mendations of the theater committee, but 
this is counted upon as almost certain. 

In addition to the action of the committee 
yesterday. Building Commissioner Williams 
settled a point of doubt by defining just what 
a steel fireproof curtain must be. 

The committee decided that the sprinkler 
system need not be installed Immediately and 
that steel rigging and other reconstruction 
of the stage could wait. 

It also was decided to recommend an ex- 
tension of time for entire compliance with 
the ordinance from Aug. 1 to Sept. 1, thus 
giving the theaters the benefit of all the 

May Open Within a Month. 

If these recommendations are adopted by 
the council the theater managers believes 
they oan have their houses open within from 
two weeks to a month. 

In determining the character of the steel 
curtain Mr. WilHame tok’ the managers that 
he would not specify weight, thickness, or 
method of comstruction. 

“ All the department will insist on,” he 
said, ‘ wil? be that the curtain works readily, 
easily, and without hitch; that it be operated 
by two méchaniems, each independent of 
the other, and that it etand thefiretest. We 
leave it to the builders to put im a curtain 
which will produce results, and do not spect- 
fy how it shall be done.” 

The fire test will demand that the curtain 
be able to stand a heat of 1,500 degrees on 
the stage side during ten minutes without 
causing a heat of more than 500 degrees on 
the auditorium side. 


Builders Are Given Latitude. 

How the builders are to fireproof the cur- 
tain on the stage side to reach this result 
Mr. Williams does not attempt to define. 
Asbestos ot anything else which will meet 
the test may be used.

MASONIC TEMPLE 
TAKES FIRE TEST. 
Terror Among 5.000 Occupants 


Caused by Fierce Blaze 
on Fifth Floor. 


Friedlander & Co., Where 
They Started. 


Fiames bursting from the windows of the 
fifth floor of the Masonic temple, at State 
and Randolph streets, at the noon hour yes- 
terday startled the thousands of shoppers in 
the retail district and precipitated a mild 
panic among the 5,000 occupants of the huge 
nineteen story structure. 

At the same time the fire served to demon- 


suite in which ft started. After the first 
shock of excitement tenants remained a 
adjoining floors in full security. 

The fire started presumably from crossed 
electric wires, in the packing rooms ef R. 
Friedlander & Co., manufacturers of A-ray 
tubes. Bales of exceisior used for packing 
purposes quickly ignited and burned witha. 
awiftness and flerceness that could not be 
checked. Sheets of flame shot far out-froém 
the windows over ate and Randoips 
streets, and dense volumes of smoke rolied 
up through the immense rotunda ‘of the 
building, penetrating with a suffocating 
mass every office room and store, 

Rush for Elevators and Stairs. 


To those within the structure the biack 
clouds of smoke seemed at first to indicate 
a possible calamity, and on every floor « 
rush was made to the elevators and stair 
ways. With the Iroquois fire horror, which 
had happened less than a block away, fresh 
in their memory, some of the more timid 
women ran screaming through. the cop. 
ridors. 

Knowing that the byilding was fireproo? 
and seeing that the flames were kept con- 
fined within the Friedlander suite of rooms, 
all of the elevator men remained at theis 
posts and continued to run their cars. Their 
cool and reassuring manner and their words 
of advice and caution againet a panic aided 
materially in quieting the tenants, The 
elevators were kept going throughout the 
scare, and every one who wished was taken 
te the street floor. Many did not wait forthe 
elevators, but took to the stairways and 
ran all the way down from the tenth, 
twelfth, fifteenth, and even higher floors, 
Some fell on the marble steps in their haste 
and were bruised. Several persons walked 

Complaints ‘were made that some doors of 
the exits on the street level leading into State 
and also into Randolph street were locked, 
making it dificult for the crowds to get out, 

Result of Fireproof Construction. - 

The splendid showing made by the tempié 
of its fireproof construction was the co- 
spicuous feature of the fire. As stated, the 
flames were confined strictly within the walls 
ot the suite oi rooms where the blaze started: 
Nothing in the adjoining offices or In the 
rooms on the floors immediately above and 
below was even scorched. The flames did 
not even penetrate Into the rotunda of the 
building. 

When the firemen arrived the rooms of 
Friedlander & Co. were like a seething fur- 
nace, but the fire was held securely within 
the fireproof walla. The firemen saw that ft 
could not spread. They also saw that évery- 
thing in the rooms was doomed. To protect 
other tenants they waited twenty or thirty 
minutes till the blaze had spent ite forces 
before flooding the place with water. In this 
way thousands of dollars worth of praperty 
in other parts of the building was saved 
from damage by water, | 

Loss Placed at $28,000. a 

It was estimated that $28,000 would cover 
the loss to tenants and the buliding. Nearly 
all of this is covered by insurance. The

“All this because some man, perchance 
a professor, wandering in his dreams, sought 
to impress, and did impress, upon the offi- 
cers who were charged with the expenditure 
of public money that this aerial flight scheme 
that was attempted had some utility. He 
hypnotized them. 

“T take it that nobody upon that side of 
the house or this would expend, even where 
the law has sanctioned, this money that wae 
sunk in the bottom of the Potomac river by 
this aerial navigation, this Don Quixote 
echeme of Prof. Langley.’’

CHRISTIANSAND, Norway, Jan, 23.—The 
entire population of Aalesund, a town of 
8.500 inhabitants, sixty-eight miles southwest 
of Christiansand, is homeless as a result 
of a fire which wiped the town off the map 
today. Severe cold prevails and there is much 
suffering. The property loss is estimated at 
$4,000,000. 

- The town, which was one of the most pic- 
turesque in Norway and was much visited 
by tourists, was almost entirely of wooden 
construction, and the fire swept the place 
with great rapidity. 
‘Provisions and medical stores, for which 
an.urgent appeal have come from the town, 
have been hurried from Christiansand, Ber- 
gen, and Trondhjeim, and subscription lists 
for the relief of the stricken community are 
already being spread in both Norway and 
Sweden. 


AUSTRIA WANTS AMERICAN BEEF 
Municipal Council of Vienna Asks the 
Government to Provide for Im- 

portation of Meat. 


VIENNA, Jan. 238.—Owing to increasing 
complaints from the public regarding the 
exorbitant prices at which meat is sold in 
Vienna the municipal council has resolved 
to ask the government upon what-conditions 
it would permit the importation of meat from 
America, Argentina, and Australia. 

Up to the present time the government has 
objected. to the -introduction of meat .from 
transoceanic countries upon general sanitary 
grounds. _The ministry of. the interior has 
just issued _ an order, prohibiting the impor- 
tation of frozen beef from’ Argentina and 
Australia coming to Vienna through Lon- 
don‘ when this beef is accompanied only by 
the certificates of ‘the English veterinary 


} surgeon. The .importation of frozen beef 


and pork direct.from Australia is prohibited 
also for important .veterinary’and sanitary 
reasons. Pénding further inquiries the gov- 
ernment is withholding its decision with re- 
gard to the importation of frozen beef direct 
from Argentina and of frozen pork direct 
from ‘Canada. . 

It is considered probable that the govern- 
ment may relax the stringency of the present 
provisions in order to aid the efforts of the 
munictpal council to procure cheaper meat 
for the. people of Vienna,

STRIKERS DEF 
STRIKE REMAINS 
Peculiar Labor Condition 


Marks Union Strife at a 
North Side Plant. - 


INJUNCTION AT AURORA. 


Fox River Workers Must Choose 
Between Their Homes and 
Organization. 


Any one who doubts that labor unions hang 
together and assist one another in time of 
trouble should read this statement of facts 
concerning a Chicago manufacturing con- 
cern: 

The Western Watch Case Manufacturing 
company has a plant at 162 East Superior 
street. Seventy-five skilled casemakers and 
engravers were employed in the shop last 
year. The lowest wage paid was $20 a week. 
‘The men all belonged to their two unions and 
had; they believed, a contract which pro- 
tected them against being laid off or having 
their pay cut in dull times. 

Late in December the company announced 
a change in the scale by which the minimum 
would be $16 a week. The employés struck, 
and a considerable part of the force has now 
found work in other places. This fact does 
not, however, leave the Western company 
free to hire new casemakers and engravers. 


Appeal to the Federation. 

A committee of the strikers still feft in 
Chicago’ called on Organizer Fitzpatrick of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor yesterday 
and laid the matter before him. 

“Most of our people have gone from the 
efty,” the spokesman said. ‘“‘ We believe the 
company intends to resume operations in a. 
short time. But we have not enough mem- 
bers left In Chicago to picket the plant. Will 
you help us? Will the Chicago federation 
send pickets to watch the shop?” 

“I believe the federatidn will,” replied 
Fitzpatrick. | 

in Valley Strike. 

The court injunction made its appearance 
yesterday in the warfare between the unions 
and the Fox river manufacturers. A writ 
was issued from the County court at the in- 
stance of the Kabo Corset company of Au- 
rora, restraining the labor leaders in the field 
and the workers from picketing, interfering 
with the employés of the factory, or from 
unlawful assembly. A. E. Ireland, organizer 
for the American federation, and George 
‘Mulberry, fourth vice president of the ma- 
chinists, were served with notices. 

“Many of the girls who worked in the 
plant before the strike are included in the 
order of.the court,’ Ireland said. They 
have not been served, but we will see that 
they surrender themselves at the earliest 
opportunity.

went to 122 La Salle street yesterday. The 
first question asked of most applicants was 


If the reply was in the affirmative they were 
asked if they had ever felt they had any 
grievance against the organizations. A nega- 
tive reply brought the suggestion that they 
call again after several days. 

The machinists were told they were wanted 
in' Batavia, Aurora, and Elgin, and that the 
wage rate would be 25 cents an hour fora ten 

‘hour day. It was renprted last night that 
sixty men had been hired and that thirty 
Would be sent to the country at once. 

Must Choose Homes or Unions. 

The strikers in the Fox river valley must 
choose between their unions and their homes. 
If they remain loyal to their unions many 
will lose the houses in which they live, and 
which in most cases are mortgaged. ; 

It is declared that not more than ® per 
cent of the strikers at Batavia live in 
rented houses. Employers declare a strike 
among house owners never can succeed, for 
householders are not free to go to other 

tities. 

The Fox River Valley Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation is opposing the men. The manu- 
facturers of Batavia on Dec. 12 locked out 
all employés who refused to work ten hours 
a day. The United States Wind Engine 
company.

sons in Batavia are dependent upon the 
shops. Chicago labor leaders are trying to 
comtinue the strike, but admit the owning 
of houses is a serious drawback to unionism.

“I suppose he will object strenuously to 
losing his beard and his old plug hat,” said 
Deputy Warden Pearson, * but he will have 
to obey the rules and regulations. His 
papers will be kept for him safely. It is difi- 
cult to know what to do with him. It ise a 
rare thing for a man of his age to come here. 
I guess we shall make him a messenger in 
one of the departments, as that work is as 
light as any.” 

The ‘‘captain’’ must wear the convict’s 
suit of gray. 

Before Streeter was taken from the jail he 
held a reception, several hundred prisoners 
offering him sympathy. Then, weeping. he 
said good-by to Jailer Whitman and the 
guards, and was taken to Joliet ona trolley 
car. 

Attorney Anderson announced in the after- 
noon that he would appeal to the Supreme 
court for a writ of habeas corpus on behalf of 
Streeter.

Head of Graham Schaol Declares Live 
Stock Receives More Intelligent At- 
tention than Do the Pupils in Chicag®.

“Are the pigs and the colts on the farm 
raised with greater intelligence than the 
children of Chicago?” 

This is a query which Chicago educators 
and parents were called upon to answer yes- 
terday, Principal William E. Watt of the 
Graham school, being the questioner. 

Principal Watt declared they are. He laid 
‘the blame for the weak and unhealthy con- 
dition of so many of the children of Chicago 
at the door of the public school, and declared 
farm cattle receive more attention during 
the years of physical development than do 
‘the boys and girls of Chicago. 

“Without laying the blame of all our 
shortcomings as a°people at the door of the 
schools,’’ said Prof.' Watt, speaking before 
the Institute of Education, ** one who investi- 
gates the conditions under which children 
are educated in cities cannot but wonder 
that there are as many sound men and wom- 
en. It is a rule with us that a sound man 
is a rara avis. It should be the rule that the 
sound man is a common thing and the un- 
sound unfortunate the exception. If we 
reared our sons and daughters with the same 
intelligence that the farmer exercises when 
he raises pigs or colts, there would be far 
more sound men and women among us.”’ 

Principal Watt's subject was Sociological 
Aspects of-Sedentary Education.’’ He ob- 
jected to the present system of seating pupils 
on wooden benches and to the practice of 
seating so many in one room that the air is

Many spent their salaries as fast as, ‘fre- 
quently faster than, they earned them, and 
ensequently were practically helpless in the 
winter from a financial standpoint. Hart’s 
ven was to provide a method whereby a 
player would be paid his salary in twelve 
ents instead of six, and so could not 
ad practically, his entire year’s earnings 
by the end of the playing season, as too many 
#4 in those days. The plan failed because 
the players were too suspicious of its mo- 
tives. They saw the chance to rob them of 
part of their salaries by releasing any who 
not wanted the following year at the 
end or just before the end of the season. 
Rather than be the object of constant sus- 
picion on the part of the players, the Chieago 
dub abandoned the plan. In the spirit which 
prompted the idea it was all right, but if it 
pad been made universal without safeguard- 
ing the player in some way there would have 
been no end to the shurp practices in which 
ai unscrupulous manager could have in- 
guged to the injury of the players. The 
practice of advancing money to players on 
the following year’s salaries has been dis- 
continued almost entirely in ‘the better claSs 
of leagues.

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The new Bartlett gymnasium of the University of Chicago, which is to be dedicated this week, is a building for which four gener- 
ations of college students have longed and waited in vain. While laboratories and recitation halls have been built in abundance during 
the twelve years of the university’s history, the gymnasium for years was the laughing stock of students and visitors alike. 

The new building, for which $135,000 was given in 1900 by A. C. Bartlett in memory of his son, Frank Dickenson Bartlett, Is a 
model of what a gymnasium should be. The cost, finished and furnished, will be $265,000, 

The building is of gray Bedford stone in keoping with*the other university buildings. It is three stories high. The basement is 
taken up with rubbing rooms, locker rooms, and bathrooms for the football and baseball men. On the locker room wall is painted the 
motto of Chicago's athletic teams, “ For Chicago I Wil,” placed there by the students to counteract the depression felt after the 
Michigan game. 

On the first floor are the big locker room for all students, the gymnasium for the faculty, the offices of Coach Stagg and Dr. 
Raycroft, and the swimming pool. The pool is just long enough for a twenty yard race. It is twenty-eight feet wide and is surrounded 
on two sides by seats for spectators at polo games and ayuatic contests. 

On the second floor is the big gymnastum room, 20ixS2 feet, with the running track around the walls suspended from the roof cor- 
responding to a third story. The track is 12 feet 6 inches wide on the straightaway, and 15 feet 8 inches wide on the banked turns. 
Its length is 181% yards, which makes the track 13.41 laps tu the mile. This measurement is made eighteen inches from the rail, accord- 
ing to the rule which obtcins in the measurement of outdoor tracks. Coach Stagg and Dr. Raycroft, however, are of the opinion that a 
more accurate measurement would be made at-a greater distance out on the turns, where the track is 15 feet 8 inches wide, and where 
the runner goes out from the rail from two to three yards.

Dedication of the New Gymnasium and

On Saturday Stagg will hold his first try- 
out meet. All the track men are working 
hard and will train with particular care this 
week in preparation for this meet.

Arrangements for a track league of the 
Cook county high schools were perfected yes- 
terday by Prof. A. L. Clark of the Oak Park 
High school after a conference with Coach 
Stagg of the University ofhicago. 

The plan for the winter involves a series of 
five indoor meets, four preliminary and one 
final, all to be held in the new Bartlett gym- 
nasium at the university. The organization 
of the league will provide the first complete 
schedule of meets leading to the determina- 
tion of a championship ever arranged among 
the Cook county schools. j 

In: the league which Mr. Clark, acting for 
the board of control, has organized there will 
be eleven high schools: John Marshall, West 
Division, _English High, Evanston, Lake 
View, North Division, South Division, Hyde 
Park, Oak Park, South Chicago, and Engle 
wood.. These eleven schools will be divided 
into three groups in such a way that the 
total number of track .candidates in each 
group will. be approximately equal. The ar- 
rangement of the groups will be made on the 
basis of the number of candidates reported 
by each school on the entry blanks for the 
first meet, which is scheduled for Friday, 


Feb. 12. 
Detail of the Meets. 


Between the members of each.of the three 
groups preliminary contests will be held. 
Themen winning firsts in these meets will 
take part in the final meet, Saturday, March 
12. A semi-final will ‘also be held, in whick 
the men’ who have won seconds and thirds 
in the three preliminary meets will take part.

AROUSED OVER CRITICISM. 


Veteran Referee’s Object Is to Reno- 
wate Methods of Fight Promoters in 


the Cream City and Not to Belittie- 


Neary’s Ability—Boxing Game Dead 
in Boston and Pugiliste Must New 
Turn to the Far West for Chances 
te Get Geod Matches. eal

My exposure in this column last Sunday re- 
garding the methods used by the Milwaukee 
boxing clubs to retain Charlie Neary’'s stand- 
ing as a star attraction was like throwing a 
bomb into the camp of the Cream city fight 
promoters. In return the sporting writers 
connected with the clubs, to their way of 
thinking, roasted me to a turn, which I an- 
ticipated. 

In their tirades they drifted as far away 
from the truth as possible and by so doing 
failed to score any points. They quoted me 
as maliciously accusing Neary of being a 
cheap third rate fighter, when I simply re- 
ferred to him as “ a third rate fighter.’’ What 
harm was there in that? If Young Corbett, as 
champion, is at the head of the heavy feather- 
weights, Eddie Hanlon, Terry McGovern, and 
Benny Yanger, and a few others are classed 
as second raters, where does Neary come 
in? Is it possible I classed him one notch too 
high? Neither Neary’s fighting ability nor 
hig class was the subject of the article, but 
it was the promoters’ methods of juggling him 
to keep him to the front that I dwelt upon. 


The writers also took special pains to haul 
me over the coals regarding what they con- 
sidered poor decisions rendered by me, four 
in number, and went back over three years 
and through 1,000 or more fights I refereed 
in that time to find those. My first bad de- 
cision, according to their dope, was that be- 
tween Benny Yanger and Young Mowatt, in 
which they state I gave Yanger a draw after 
Benny had been knocked down a half dozen 
times. The only battle in which Mowatt 
dropped Yanger took place Sept. 21, 1900, and 
was won by Yanger, as Mowatt’s second, 
Eddie Santry, tossed up the towel in the 


/\ sixth rourd in token of defeat. The next 


poer decision they scere me fer was that in 
the Yanger-Abe Attel fight which took place 
at St. Louis on April 24, 1902, which they say 
was so bad I was barred from refereeing in 
that town. In that fight Yanger knocked 
Attel down so often in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth rounds the authorities interfered 
because of its brutality. I might add that lI 
refereed in St. Louis after that battle. An- 
other is when I let Santry stay fout\rounds 
with McGovern. It was five. Their best 
dope is on the Yanger-Tim Callahan contest, 
in which they say my decision in favor of 
Yanger was severely criticised. That con- 
test, and the only one in which Callahan en- 
gaged in with Yanger in this city, was ref- 
ereed. by Ben Donnelly, who later was ap- 
pointed the officia) referee of one of the Mil- 
watkee clubs. 

In all their criticisms they give as reasons 
for my exposure of their methods my failure 
to secure the position as rereree in their 
town. They probably forget that, a year or 
more ago, the officials of the Milwaukee box- 
ing club instructed their then local repre- 
sentative, Sam Pooler, to secure my service 
as referee and that I turned down the prop- 
osition. And it might jog their memory ea bit 
when I inform them that no later than Jan. 12 
Walter H. Liginger of the Milwaukee Athiet- 
ic Club offered me the position of referee for 
his club, which I also turned down. 

I would advise my Milwaukee contempor- 
aries to study the fight dope more carefully 
in the future and by so doing write facts for 
their readers. 

Getting back to the original subject, one 
of the Milwaukee sporting writers, who is 
also interested in the Badger club, calle my 
attention to the fact that Neary lost de- 
cisions to Buddy Ryan and Jack Dough- 
erty, which makes.my statement, that Neary 
cannot lose a fight in Milwaukee, wrong. He 
omits mentioning that Neary was not a star 
attraction at that time or that Dougherty is 
a Milwaukeean. The records show the only 
contest Neary engaged in outside of Milwau- 
kee was at Fend du Lac, Wis., in which he 
was beaten by Adam Ryan. It is also a fact 
that the Milwaukeeans offered to bet $1,000 
that Ryan could not beat Neary in Milwau- 
kee, which, of course, was not accepted. 
Concerning the manner in which Neary is 
being handled for the benefit of tue box of- 
fice, it is in order to state that Chicago match- 
makers of the Cream City clubs are instruct- 
ed to pick “easy marks” for Milwaukee 
fighters. This will be denied, but it can be 


proved. 

It is not my intention to injure the sport in 
Milwaukee nor in any other city, but to 
purify it, and I hope this exposé may do 
much to bring it about. The Milwaukee 
clubs deserve much credit for the manner in 
which they conduct their shows. They per- 
mit no smoking, no boisterous language, 
ané handie the crowds nicely, but the fight- 
ing end requires renovating.

may. Then, too, it cannot be expected that 
nineteen horses will go to the post, as was 
the case last year, nor is it likely the number 
of nominations will reach the total of 111, as 
in 1902. However, this will be one of the

2 year old stakes received in 1908 a total

secure a location on Manhattan island. He 
frankly admits that only the statemént by 
himself and the other members of the Na- 
tional’s peace committee, that the American 
league had agreed to limit itself to Man- 
hattan, made possible the signing of the 
peace treaty. This frankness on his part, 
combined with the recollection that the Cin- 
cinnati magnate took bets from his own 
partners that the American league would 
locate in Manhattan, dispels all suspicion 
that in making such a statement to his asso- 
ciates Hermann acted in bad faith or even 
stretched a: point for the purpose of securing 
the signatures of Brush and Ebbets to the 
peace treaty, believing himself justified by 
the end in view. Hermann’s long record 
of fair dealing leads to the belief that he 
actually understood the American league 
had agreed to limit itself to Manhattan when 
he gave the National leaguers that assur- 
ance. In a recent discussion of this point 
he said: 

*“* Not only did I make the representation 
that the American league had agreed to 
locate on the island of Manhattan, but my 
colleagues on the peace committee, Messrs. 
Robison, Hart, and Pulliam, all did so upon 
the representations made by the American 
league people. We certainly could not have 
asked the Brooklyn club to ratify the peace 
agreement if the word ‘ New York’ had been 
construed to mean ‘ greater New York,’ be- 
cause that would have given the American 
league club @ chance to open grounds across 
the street from the Brooklyn club, if they 
go desired.” 


Hermann further stated that he had pre- 
served the original telegram from President 
Johnson relative to changing the agreement 
by substituting ‘‘ Manhattan’ for “ New 
York,” and had sent a copy of it to Ban. The 
wording was almost identical with that 
given in Tue TRIBUNE last week. That tele- 
gram, stating that there must be no change 
in the wording of the peace treaty, but that 
the American league grounds would be lo- 
cated on Manhattan island, Garry Hermann 
understood to mean that the American league 
consented to a virtual change in the agree- 
ment, which would forever restrict it to 
Manhattan. Hermann evidently had small 
knowledge of the real characters of some of 
his associates in the old league or else little 
idea of Ban Johnson’s mental ability, other- 
wise he would not have credited the Ameri- 
can leaguer with such weakness.

New York, Jan. 23.—[Special.]—President 
Johnson of the American league has declared

** A crisis has been reached in major league 
baseball,” said a local magnate tonight, 
“and it will require the most delicate diplo- 
macy to avert another struggle to a finish. 
The American leaguers cannot be blamed for 
the present tension, as they are only insist- 
ing on what they believe is right. They have 
acted in a businesslike manner all the way 
and are only anxious for what they term an 
‘even break.” Hermann of Cincinnati, the 
real leader of the National league, has evi- 
dently been set aside by Dreyfuss and Ebbets 
in their dealings with Johnson, for it is safe 
to say he would never countenance such ab- 
surd methods as the two members of the 
National league schedule committee have 
adopted.”’ 

Wrangle by Telephone. 


The clash long expected by conservative 


baseball mep came today. Newspaper state- 
ments have been made that Dreyfuss had set 
forth that the National league would open . 


at the Polo grounds on April 14 in spite 
of the American league's intention to open 
here on the same day, and that McGraw’s 
men would also play in Harlem on Memorial 
day contrary to the general understanding 
betweefi the two leagues.

Same plums this year, it does not seem that 
the National league has anything on which 
to base its claim. The trouble is that the 
Nationa! leaguers do not need anything on 
which to base a claim. They will manu- 
facture one while you wait, as has been 
proven in more instances than one since the 
onesided armistice, miscalled peace, began. 
It does not seem probable that Dreyfuss 
md Ebbets will persist in their position that 
the American league is not entitled to any- 
thing at all in any part of greater New York, 
nor carry out their threats to schedule a lot 
of conflicting dates, so as to bruise the 
greater New York team as much as possible, 
before the new subway Is opened. There are 
a g00d many wiser men than these two in the 
old league, and when it comes to starting 
a fight in New York, which will permit the 
American league to schedule conflicting 
games in Philadelphia, St. Louis, and Boston, 
where the National league is practically 
down and out, except for the gameness of one 
or two men, there will be some serious talk- 
ing done by cooler heads than either Drey- 
fuss or Ebbets carry around with them. 


One thing is certain. both leagues can ar- 
range conflicting schedules in every ae th 
which rival clubs are located, and we will still 
be preserved from the old cry, “ flagrant vio- 
lation of the national agreement.’’ The na- 
tional agreement says absolutely nothing 
about ponconflicting schedules and makes no 
provision for them. The origina) peace 
treaty provided for committees to meet and 
@rrange nonconflicting schedules “in go far 
as possible,”” without providing any way to 
define “possible.” This was left out of the 
national agreement altogether, although the 
National league will perhaps.insist there was 
@ tacit agreement, made in secret after the 
omission was discovered, to insert the arti- 
cle, ‘ without changing the wording of the 
mational agreement.” However, if there is 
any serious conflict In dates the National 
league will be the aggressor, and it is not 
Nikely the American will claim any violatton 
of the agreement, because {t will give Ban 
Johnson too easy & weapon with which to 
inflict injuries elsewhere. 


The secret of the whole thing seems to he 
that the Nationa! league is excessively 
“ sore’ over the existence of an American 
league team in New York and is eager to in- 
jure it'in every way possible. It has come 
to light recently, through the controversy 
over Sunday games at Ridgewood, that the 
majority of the old leaguers did not for a 
minute expect, when they signed the peace 
treaty, that the American league would ever 
locate a club within a hundred miles of 
Gotham. Every effort is now being made 
‘to block the project of playing at Ridge wood. 
*It is likely Freedman will use his position as 
director in the company which controls the 
new subway to delay in petty ways the com- 
pletion of that method of rapid transit, be- 
cause it will bring the American league plant 
much closer, in point of time, to the business 
* districts. Freedman’s political power in 
New York is now so slight compared to that 
behind Frank Farrell of the American club 
that it is absolutely insignificant, and it does 
not seem as if the old league would be foolish 
enough to hook up in actual hostilities with 
So strong arival. Possibly the full strength 

of that rival.is not yet known, however. 
Chairman Hermann of the national com- 


league could not “ open grounds across the 
street from the Brooklyn club,” leads to the 
query of how the New York Nationa! league 
club was induced to sign the treaty. Not 
only was there no agreement to prevent Ban 
Johnson locatin club “ across the street ” 
from the Polo grounds, but the National 
leaguers actually insisted that he be com- 
pelled to locate in the same borough, and 
agree not to go over into the Bronx. or some 
other location, which would not so directly 
compete with Brush’sclub. The reason is, of 
course, apparent. Brush knew Johnson 
could not locate “‘across the street,”’ and 
firmly believed he could not locate in Manhat- 
tan, but could find a site in other boroughs. 
So, instead of compelling an agreement to 
protect himself in Manhattan, Brush trusted 
to Freedman to do that, and demanded an 
agreement whereby the American league 
could not locate in more distant territory, for 
the wily schemer foresaw a chance to smash 
the American league. 

Surely a peace treaty.isa fearful and won- 
derful engine of war. 

Hermann, by falling into Brush’s trap him- 
self, has put the American league in a bad 
position, in that it is compelled to deny an 
agreement, which Hermann affirms, but 
there is likely to be no serious result, even 
if the American league is compelled to forego 
ite right to play Sunday games in New York. 
However, it iscertain the Cincinnati man has 
learned a few things about some of his as- 
sociates within the last year, and will profit 
by the knowledge. If he does not, some of 
them will get their hands deeper into Garry’s 
pockets than they have yet, and he has al- 
ready been a “ good fellow ” to the extent of 
many thousand dollars more than all the rest 
of them put together.

It may be 
safely said that Northwestern will no longer 
desecrate the spirit of Thanksgiving day by 
playing games on that date.” -

Only a Mediocre Lot of Fillies Is on the 
Coast and a Selling Plater Is Likely 
to Win the Event—Dungannon Is 
likely to Be the Favorite—Young 
Corbett Is Pronounced the Softest 
Mark the Bookmakers Have Known 
in Many a Day. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Next Saturday will bring the California 
Oaks, which emphasizes the lack of good 
fillies on the coast this winter. Still they 
may prove as good as last winter's list when 
Johnny Schorr's Esherin won this classic, 
Jennings’ Nigrette running second.

On recent form C. H. Knebelkamps’ Dun- 
gannon, by Dungarven, out of Distress, 
seems to be the best. With 100 pounds up 
last Wednesday she ran second to Formaster, 
106, with Military Man, 112, third. For- 
master beat her quite easily, but he is an ex- 
ceptionally good colt, and can beat all the 3 
year olds here going a mile with the possi- 
bie exception of Bearcatcher and Rockaway. 
Military Man is a pretty fair sort of colt, and 
had been beating most of them here, so Dun- 
gannon may have some class. The distance 
was seven furlongs, and as she finished stout- 
ly it looks as if she wiil run a good race and 
a longer distance. The Oaks Is a mile anda 


furlong. 
Silicate Is Ordinary. 

Jennings owns some fillies, but they are 
so poor he purchased Silicate, a maiden sis- 
ter of Fossil, from C. W. Carroll, as a specu- 
lation for the Oaks. He started her in the 
same race with Formaster and Dungannon, 
but she showed nothing, and Martin eased 
her up. At her age Fossil was only a selling 
plater, and was sold last spring for $1,700, and 
she may not be any better just now. 

Tom Williams has just returned from a 
flying trip to Los Angeles, where he went to 
discuss turf matters with President Ran- 
dolph of the jockey club there. It is believed 
here that the Los Angeles track backers 
would like to get Williams interested, as the 
game there is not good anditis thought some 
of the backers wish to get from under. Itis 
reported that George Rose has taken up a 
block of stock at a reduced figure. 


Corrigan Back from East. 


Ed Corrigan arrived on Thursday freer 
the east, where he had been looking after 
his horses.

BOWLERS WILL PATRONIZE THE 
TOURNAMENT AT CLEVELAND. 


Officials Predict Fully 100 Five Men 
Teams Will Take Part in the An- 
nual Championships, While Other 
Events Will Preduce a Record 
Breaking Namber of Contestants— 
President York Says Prize Money 
Will Amount to Nearly $7,000. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—When 
Secretary Steffens of the Cleveland Bowling 
association counted up last night he discov- 
ered he had received the entries of forty-six 
five men teams for the national tournament 
to be held in Cleveland next month. In addi- 
tion to these he has, of course, received a

Change Made in Play. 

The midwinter meeting of the American 
Whist league, held at Scranton, adopted the 
new program of play for the bronze shields, 
which will take the place of the old A. W. L. 
challenge trophies. 

Under the new arrangement the count 
is divided into sections, and in each section 
the play for these trophies may continue 
from the second Saturday in October until 
the last Saturday of the following May, pro- 
vided, however, that no club is entitled to 
challenge more than twice during one sea- 
son. Where it is praéticable, instead of 
challenge matches, a tournament will be 
played, according to a schedule arranged by 
the manager of that circuit, which will pro- 
vide that each club participating shall en- 
gage in no less than one nor more than four 
matches, as shall be determined, with each of 
the other clubs panticipating. The president 
of the league shall annually, on his election 
to office, and thereafter whenever a vacancy 
occurs, appoint a residént manager in each 
circuit, who shall have general supervision 
and management of the play in his circuit,

THOMAS WANTS MORE TROTTERS 
LIKE ALTA AXWORTHY. 


@ Y. Gatcomb Purchases Grace Bond, 


“ Fastest Two Year Old of 1903—Is 
Logical Favorite for the Kentucky 
Classic Stake, but Many Look for 
Others of Her Age to Show Greater 
Improvement as Three Year Olds— 
Allie Nun to Retire from Show Ring.

A. IL. Thomas, one of the best known 
horsemen in the-country, and with an espe- 
cially good record as a handler of colts, was 
in Chicago the other day looking after the 
shipment to New York of his brood mare, 
Jennie Sprague, 2:15%, which became fa- 
mous last fall by the performance of her 
2 year old daughter, Alta Axworthy, which 
raced successfully in the fastest company of 
her age and took a mark of 2:15%. Jennie 
Sprague is to be sent to the Shults farm and 
will for the next three years be bred to Ax- 
worthy, 2:15%, son of Axtell, in the hope of 
getting another trotter or two of the caliber 
of Alta Axworthy. 

Mr. Thomas has for a quarter of a century 
been a deep student of the breeding problem 
as related to trotting horses. and the quality 
of his work in that direction is attested by 
ithe fact he has directed the matings which 
Uhave produced a good many fast trotters. 
Jt was a matter of gratification to him that, 
‘when engaged in the business on his own 
vaccount, he should produce so good a filly 
as Alta Axworthy, and that he should have 
\arranged to breed back to her sire is nat- 


Predictions Which Came True. 


When Thomas was in Chicago justa year 
ago he told some of his friends he had a 
2 year old he would not trade for anybody's 
trotter of the same age, and, although it was 

: not until the latter part of June that he de- 
cided to prepare the filly for a race, her work 
on the track, where she met only one defeat, 
was full corroboration of his judgment. 
Grace Bond was the only 2 year old able to 
take Alta Axworthy’s measure, and she 
‘had to trot in 2:14% at Lexington to do the 
trick. Thomas himself thinks that, with a 
little better driving, his filly should have won. 
That she is high class all horsemen who have 
seen her perform admit, and it will be inter- 
esting to see what she accomplishes in the 
8 year old Futurity, worth $10,000 to the win- 

“ner, next October. 

Grace Bond, by the records the fastest 
2 year old trotter of 1903, was purchased last 
week by J. Y. Gatcomb, which means she 
will be well trained and raced with judgment. 
She is the logical favorite for the 3 year old 
stakes of next season, when horsemen are 
discussing the matter, but not a few of the 
wisest heads in the business do not look for 
her to win the Kentucky classic. They as- 
sert that she is the type of trotter which is 
about as much matured at 2 years of age 
as a season later, while they look for some 
of the others which were not much behind 
her in speed at the close of the campaign last 
fall to make greater relative impovements. 


Faith in Jessie Benyon. 


Some who argue along this line have @ 
‘Jot of faith in the filly Jessie Benyon, from 
the Walnut Hall farm. She was not trained 
as much as the other 2 year olds which she 
raced against last fall, but in her last race 
was evidently coming to her speed faster 
than any of the others, and, while she did 
not show a full mile as fast as either Grace 
Bond or Aita Axworthy, she was timed bet- 
ter than 2:17 in the last heat of her Lexing- 
tom race, and had a stealing way of going, 
whieh to close students of gait portended 
much. Jessie Benyon is out of a Jay Bird 
mé@re and takes after her sire’s family in 
thé matter of color, being a roan. It was 
fot the reason that this color was so per- 
tistent in their foals that L. V. Harkness, 
owner of the Walnut Hall farm, did not. 
favor the daughters of Jay Bird as brood 
mares, but, after seeing what Jessie Benyon 
and one or two others from Jay Bird mares 
could do last season, he changed his mind 
and has been on a still hunt through his 
agents for daughters of the son of George 

Wilkes. 


Allie Nun to Quit Show Ring. 


Another matter of interest came to light 
the other day through the visit to Chicago of 
George W. Webb, who buys and exhibits, 
the show ring horses of J. H. Stotesbury, the 
Philadelphia banker. At the horse show 
here last November Webb won, with the 
great show mare, Allie Nun, all ‘the tblue 
ribbons for which she competed, and at the’ 
close of the week it was found she had been 
placed first no less than fifty times in show 
rings all over the land, competing in the 
géntlemen’s roadster class, This was ac- 
complished during three consecutive show 
séasons, and, deeming that the beautiful 
mare had done enough, no other horse hav- 
i approached her record, Mr. Webb has 
déetided to retire Allie Nun and breed her. 


Cleveland horse, John A. McKerron, 2:04. 

**He is a grand stallion, any way you look 
at the matter,’’ said Mr. Webb. “ His rec- 
ord is excelled only by that of Cresceus 
among entire trotters, and he is a hand- 
some, well made horse, as well as a beauti- 
fully gaited one. Now, Allie Nun has size, 
breeding, action, and good looks, notto men- 
tion a creditable amount of speed, as she. 
took a record of 2:22 last summer with little 
training. 

Only a Lottery at Best. 

“ A colt from sua a pair of horses ought 
to be something above the common in points 
of excelience, but, after all, it may turn out 
tO be of no account, as there is no greater 
lottery than breeding or speed and good looks 
in harness horses. Mr. Stotesbury does not 
care to sell a. mare which has carried his 
ediors to victory so often in the show ring, 
and, on the other hand, it is time she was re- 
tired. The public becomes tired of seeing the 
same horse win season after season, even if 
it is the best animal in its class. So Allie 
Nun, with fifty biue ribbons *o her credit, 
Will be seen no more in the ring, although to 
get another one which will fully take her 
place is not going to be an easy task.”’ 

What Webb says is true enough, but there 
always will be a large class of men with 
means who admire horses and for whom the 
matter of raising colts from favomte mares 
has a fascination not to be resisted. At the 

_Splan sale last week there was a consign- 
ment of some thirty head of horses, bred in 
the purple, most of them, from a ranch way 
Out in Montana. The man who owns the 
ranch likes horses, and two decades or more 
ago he dipped into the breeding game, buying 
a tashionable stallion of the Wilkes family, 
another whose sire is Mambrino King, a third 

ffom the iectioneer family, and a fourth 
Which carries largely Morgan blood. 


»» Enjoyment Greeter than Profit. ° 

The mares on the ranch are of excellent 
pedigree, and the Montana man has beep 
‘breeding trotters for which the nearest mar- 
ket is Chicago.. The foals roam over miles of 
grazing lands, and the lot sent: here and 
sold in the ring, although 5 and 6 years old, 
‘were not even broken to harness thoroughly 
until they arrived. That there was to we 
any profit in the venture probably not even 
the Montana man believed, but he had his 
enjoyment and was willing to pay for it. 

In the last ten years I have seen several 
consignments of range horses from the far 
west which were shipped here for sale, and’ 
as a matter of fact cannot recall that even 
,one animal of the numerous lots ever 
mounted to anything worth talking about. 
The blood lines are there, and there is like- 
wise, generally, a good quality of bone and 
rexcelient feet, but the prize packages have 
been‘ nil,, For that matter, a man has about 
as a chance of being struck by light- 
ning in January as he has of buying at auc- 
tion’a horse which comes up to representa- 
tions-or expectations, but the sales ring 
fever is a contagious malady, and all classes 
of people, from the prudent saloonkeeper 
who likes to ride fast to the bank president 
who recalis what the old Morgan mare on 
the farm back east could do in the way of

No Trotting for England. 
When the stallion Peter the Gréat was sold 
fin New York a few weeks ago it was under-

-however, Peter the Great hag not been sent 
abroad. 

“ Trotting horses will never do any good in 
*Englana,”’ eald a°man who has been across 
‘the water and knows all about the game, “ for 
the reason that horse racing at anything but 
the running gait is not patronized by the 
best people there, and that means the general 
public will not turn out In sufficient numbers 
to witness harness racing to make the venture 
a paying one. The only man in England to- 
day who cares enough about trotters to keep 
a few of them for his private driving is Walter 
Winans of Brighton, son of the Baltimorean 
who made a great fortune a generation ago 
building rallroads in Russia. 

“The aristocracy cares nothing at all for 
harness horses, and the reason is a simple 
one. The Englishman of any position who 
has money to invest in horses for pleasure 
imitates’ his betters, pays for some heavy, 
short tail carriage horses, and hires a coach- 
man to do the rest. When it comes to single 
driving, the dog cart is almost exclusively 
used, or the runabout, and in either case 
there is a man along to look after the rig 
when the owner stops for any purpose. 


Needs Favor of Royaity. 


“The racing of thoroughbreds has and al- 
ways has had the active backing of the 
royal family, and the affairs of the turf are 
absolutely controlled by the Jockey club, 
which in turn is dominated by men who are 
high in court circles. Over there it is nota 
question of a few sports with a little money 
putting a fence around some ground, build 
ing a grandstand, and then relying on their 
political pull to secure dates from the racing 
stewards. The meetings are few in number 
and strictly limited as to duration and the 
character of the events that shall be con- 
tested. In order to make trotting half way 
popular all the social and political influences 
that now foster and protect the thorough- 
bred turf would have to be extended to the 
harness game, and on top of that the general 
public would have to be educated to the 
sport, which would be an impossibility. 

“ Another point that must be considered is 
that the English have an intense dislike of 
American turf methods, and this is due 
wholly to the fact American trainers and 
riders have demonstrated beyond question 
that they are the best in the world. They 
have won the English classic races and the 
men who are behind them have hit the Tat- 
tersall’s ring until that venerable institution 
fairly yelped. It was because the American 
trainers, jockeys, and owners won their 
money in chunks the size of which had never 
before been approached that the English 
racegoers raised the cry of “ dope” in con- 
nection with American training methods. 


Five Americans Responsible. 


“And it was a couple of Chicago men~ 
Drake and Gates—assisted by an Indiana 
trainer, Enoch Wishard, and a couple of 
western boys, Lester and Johnny Reiff, who 
caused all the trouble. If the whole story. 
of what Lord Durham, a steward of the Eng- 
lish Jockey club, called ‘the American in- 
vasion’ were to be written it would be great 
reading; but only a little of it has leaked out 
from time to time since the memorable sea- 
son of 1900, when the Drake stable won a 
string of races the like of which never before 
went to one aggregation of horses and prob- 
ably never will’again. Fourteen different 
horses won fourteen straight races in a row, 
and the ‘ big ring’ was mulcted until the 
layers of odds’ howled and were willing to 
believe anything about ‘the blawsted 
Yankees.’ 

“But the greatest coup the Americans 
made was in thé race for the Stewards’ cup 
at Ascot, and this‘is how it came about: 
Some time previous to the Ascot meeting a 
horse called Royal Flush, bred in Ireland, 
was in one of the big English stables. He 
was known to have considerable class, but 
developed such a flendish temper that it was 
impossible to race him. For that matter,“he 
could not be shipped from one town to an- 
other, let alone started, so fearful were those 
who had him in charge that he would dc 
murder on some of the stable hands.

Once more the hickory club came 
into use, and this time Royal Flush went 
down and out. Wishard left the horse lying 
there, and reported to Mr. Drake that he 
had apparently killed the new racer. Mr. 
‘Drake said it was better thus than that some 
of the men should be injured. But ina Ht- 
tle while Royal Flush recovered conscious- 
ness—and he came to thoroughly tamed. 
After that it was only necessary for Wish- 
ard to take a seat in the stall when the 
horse’s toilet was to be looked after in order 
0.3 secure perfect obedience from the ani- 


“A little later Wishard began to train 
Flush, and it was not long until he found 
there was a lot of speed in the brute. Then 
he discovered that the English trainers who 
had formerly had the horse had tried to 
subdue him by the starvation process—which 
only made him. worse. Wishard thereupon 
gave the Flush the full bill of fare and tried 
to make him understand that so long as he 
behaved he would not be hurt. 


Race for Stewards’ Cup. 


.“ ‘The stable at this time had a couple of 
entries in the Stewards cup at Ascot, King’s 
Courier and Americus, both American bred. 
King’s Courier was an awfully fast horse, 
but when Wishard came to try him out with 
Koyal Flush he soon discovered the latter 


could play with the American colt, and decid- | 


ed then and there that he was the fastest 
horse in iingland, bar none. As The Flush 
was eligible for the Stewards cup this meant 
a good deal. The * big ring’ bookmakers, 
knowing all about the former history of the 
horse, laid all sorts of fancy prices against 
nis chances, 40 to 1 being the popular odds. 

“Then the trouble began, In England itis 
customary for any one of the big layers to 
take the whole of what looks like a plunging 
bet and then divide it up among his brethren, 
So that all can have a piece of the easy money 
in case it turns out that way, and no one be 
seriously hurt if the unexpected happens 
and the horse wins. But the Americans were 
too smart for the ring. Knowing the custom 
of the bookies, they introduced American 
methods, and, at precisely the same moment, 
a dozen commissioners bet the limit with as 
many of the big and responsible bookmakers, 
the result being that when each layer went 
around to hand a chunk of the money to his 
confréres he found they were already loaded 
to the guards, 


Greatest “Scorching” in History. 


“Then there was a panic among the wise 
people. The odds against Royal Flush were 
cut to 10 to 1, and he went to the post with 
4 to 1 opposite his name. In the meantime 
the bookies, knowing how the American 
money was down,. lengthened — the odds, 
straight and place, against the other Amer- 
ican horses, and there was a tempting price 
against Americus for the place. Just before 
the start each one of the big layers got a big 
commission on Americus for a place. 

“ Did it work? I should say.. Royal Flush 
won by a neck and Americus was second. 
Drake and his American friends won more 
on that race than was ever taken out of the 
ring before or since, and the cry about ‘ dope ’ 
and ‘the American invasion’ began with a 
vengeance. 

“I recollect another case where Wishard 
showed the Englishmen that their training - 
methods were crude. He had noticed a nice 
looking little mare which the American 
jockey, ‘ Skeets’ Martin, was to ride one day, 
and put a bet on her. She won, and, as it was @ 
selling affair, was put up at auction and bid in 
‘by an English trainer. As the mare was 
being led past the Drake stables after the | 
sale Wishard called out to the man who had 
bought her and asked if he would take a 
profit on the deal. The Englishman said he 
would, and the mare again changed hands. 
Wishard soon had her going great guns, and 
incidentally cured her of the habit of balking 
oF a post, which she had down to a fine 
point. 


Wishard Springs Another One.

While the success 
of the show would appear almost certain, 
with so many machines on display, the local 
management will find it necessary to work 
under one disadvantage, if any great amount 
of credulity can be placed in the word of 
a Chicago man, who yesterday stated that 
there was a possibility of overcrowding the 
big south side building with exhibits. There 
is, however, little likelihood of this being 
done, as the Coliseum proper and the annex, 
both upstairs and down, can be utilized. 
Comparing the Coliseum with Madison 
Square garden, the latter building is much 
more spacious, with its basement and ex- 
tra galleries. But there is not likely to be 
any difficulty on the score of space, for the 
management will arrange matters so that a 
big crowd will be able to attend the show 
without crowding. The phenomenal attend- 
ance at the eastern exhibition is believed 
by Chicagoans to foreshadow a similar guc- 
cess at the Goliseum. This prediction is 
based on the remarkable growth of interest 
in automobiling in all parts of the country. 
There is little doubt .the sport is more pop- 
ular in the east than in the west, but the 
interest is strong here, as has been mani- 
fested by the rapid increase in the last year 
of cars ih this city. According to an au- 
thority there are now in the neighborhood 
of 2,000 automobiles of various makes in 
use in Chicago. One year ago there were 
less than half this number, which goes a 
long way to show the hold the auto is gain- 


ing. 
Surprises Are in Store. 


One of the things to which the local en- 
thusiasts can look forward without danger 
of disappointments are innovations in cars. 
Some were sprung on the unsuspecting spec- 
tators at New York, and the exposition was 
several days old before they got over their 
surprise. One of these was the appearance 
of an automobile lawn mower, which was 
the object of more than the ordinary amount 
of interest. This is the first time this useful 
machine has been placed on public exhibition, 
although it has been used in New York and 
the suburbs for some time. One is now used 
for cutting the grass at Van Cortlandt park, 
while on the tennis courts at Central park 
and at the country residences of George 
Gould and Alfred Vanderbilt the lawns are 
kept closely cropped with the aid of the auto 
lawn mower. Several are in use at Philadel- 
phia, but as far as is known Chicago has not 
yet adopted one. It is more than likely that 
one of these machines will be on display 
during the exhibition. It was invented about 
two years ago at Newburg, N. Y., since which 
time the inventors have been constantly at 
work improving it. 

The feature of the machine which usually 
is the first to catch the eye is an enormous 
boiler and smokestack immediately vehind 
the seat. As much as sixty gallons of Water 
and ten gallons of gasoline (for gasoline is 
required) can be carried, which will furnish 
enough steam to last half a day, during which 
time grass can be cut at the rate of an acre 
an hour. The machine cuts a swath about 
forty inches in width, has a ten horse power 
motor, and| weighs in the neighborhood of 
8,000 pounds. One man can operate it. 


French Chassis to Be Shown. 


A chassis of French manufacture, which 
is probably the most elaborate foreign car 
that has madeits appearance in this country, 
will be another exhibit which will surely 
draw the attention of visitors at the Coli- 
seum. It is also expected that Henry Ford 
will be here with his record breaking car 
** 999,” to say nothing of the remarkable in- 
ventions in horseless vehicles and new 
frames. 

The French chassis is a creation in all the 
word implies. It was shown atthe Paris and 
New York shows. The frame is almost 100 
inches long and is of pressed steel. The car 
is equipped with a twenty horse power, four 
cylinder engine, whichis dustproof. It is run 
by gasoline. The ‘ 999," with which Ford, 
who is a manufacturer, achieved his great 
record, was the car with which Barney w.d- 
field set the record for a mile at :55%.

Business has been so flat on 
‘change fer se long a time that the suggestion 
was thrown out the other day that stock 
brokers be allowed to advertise in the news< 
papers, which is contrary to ail rule, created 
quite ajfiutter throughout the house, Natur- 
ally there is much divergence of opinion on 
the subject, but many more wil) be found ig 
favor of the suggestion than would be the 
case were trede in a flourishing state. At 
present the rule on ‘change against advertis- 
ing is much more strict than in the case of a 
doctor or soliciter. Upon that rule..the 
bucket shop thrives, for it is only the small 
fry of ignorant people who become the prey, 
as a rule, of the bucket shop keepers. The 
man who finds himself possessed of a super- 
fluous §250 or so, and who is not an experi- 
enced buyer with legitimate brokers, goes. 
to the man who advertises. In this wey the 
putsiders obtain much business which mem- 
bers of the exchange claim shoul@ 
Pays Double Commission... ... 
It ip not. alleged that all outside brokers 
are dishonest... Many of them are honest 
yond reproech, but the fact remains that the 
buyer of stock frequently pays.a_ double 
commission—namely: That required. by the 
outgide broker, and that demanded by the 
particular member of the house who hee the 
atock wented for disposal, By permitting 
members of the stock exchange to advertize, 
many contend, the methods of the outsiders 
would be circumvented. This, according to 
a well known broker, is the secret of the 
present movement. Another stock broker 
partly attributed the present deplorable con- 
dition of affairs to the machipations of out- 
“T mace 6 shillings profit lest week,” he 
paid, “and many of my fellow members have 


rely dovered office expenses Quring the 


year.” , 

It generally expected next spring thas 
some 200 members will not renew their mem- 
berships. Many of these unfortunate bro- 
kers claim that outsiders bave greater ad+ 
vantages than themselves, in that they can 
advertise for business and not wait tit 1% 
comes them unsolicited. 

“Why sfiouldn’t we be allowed to a‘iver- 
tise?’’ said another prominent member. “ .s 
it is, any swindler can set up in the city, eait 
himself a stock broker, Without credentials 
of any kind, and attract more business than. 
we can obtain. We are governed by a com- 
mittee that is exacting. Our books are ak 
ways open to Inspection. If we be guilty of 
any sharp, practices we will be expelled from’ 
the house and practically ruined. The out- 
sider is a free lance. His probity is the only 


protection sellers have.” is 


Doubts Wisdom of Plan. 

On the other band, another broker saidt . 
“ What. nonsense. Trade is bad, but how. 
could it be otherwhse when one remembers. 
the vast issues of government stock directly 
subscribed in recent months. We will have. 
to wait untll capital accumulates again be- 
fore there can be much improvement. Ad- 


vertising by members will not facilitate mat 


ters.”’ 

“A number of weak kneed people,” sald, 
another broker, “ have come into the stock 
exchange of late years, owing to the ease 
with which money has been arade in the, 
past. Now when the hard time comes they 
grumble. It will be a good thing for all con- 
cerned if they take their departure.” _. 

“It advertising were allowed,” suggested 
another, “ most business would come to firms 
who could afford to spend lavishly in that di-’ 
rection. How could investors differentiate 
between Outsiders and genuine brokers? 
The scheme would provoke no end of con- 
fusion and the public would be worse off than 
ever.” 

. Some Think It Undignified. 

Other members have characterized adver- 
tising as undignified. Altogether there is 
likely te be a hot argument pro and con be- 
tore the novel suggestion which has been 
thrown suddenly into the middle of the house. 
like a bomb is settled. As a rule, the alder 
houses, which have a large clientéle, natur-

In fact, 
one can almost gauge the character of the 
master of the house by the knocker on his 
door. Thus the knockers on the panels of the 
door of the house of Sir Edward Clarke, some 
time solicitor general, bear a distinctly legal * 
aspect, and seem to constitute an illustration 
of that expression ‘‘.bold as brass,’’ which 
is so often applied to lawyers. The knockers 
on the gates of the Piccadilly entrance of 
the townhouse of the duke of Devonshire are 
thoroughly worthy of the latter, and consti- 
tute a magnificent specimen of the Italian 
metal work of the seventeenth century. 
Lord Portman, whose tastes are classic and 
who is a peer of what is known as the old 
school, has a couple of Pompeian knockers 
which seem rather out of keeping,with his 
modern looking mansion, but which no longer 
appear an anachronism -when one beholds 
Lord Portman himself. They constitute 
probably the oldest set of knockers in Loz- 
don, having formed part of the treasures 
which in the early part of the last century 
were excavated from beneath the ashes of 
Pompeii, where they had lain buried for 
nearly 1,800 years. In spite of this they do 
not show any corroding effects on the part of 
time, and the Diana done in bronze is still 
as berfect and as clear cut as it must have 
been in the days of Christ, when knockers.

scarcely escape responsibility for the fire 
and loss of life which attended it by plead- 
ing that they “ did not know it was loaded.” 
It was their duty to know whether it was 
loaded or not. Both are managers of long 
experience. They have been associated 
with theatrica)] enterprises in this city for 
twenty years or more. One of them has had 
to do with the active management of not 
fewer than six theaters. 

Mr. Powers manifestly was less active in 
the management of the Iroquois than Mr, 
Davis was. The executive head, the re- 
sponsible manager, the captain of the ship, 
‘was Mr. Davis. Mr. Powers was the 
purser. He undertook to give no orders 
directly as to the management of the the- 
ater. He actedinan advisory capacity. He 
was careful to see that all orders passed 
through official channels and that none 
should be issued by him directly to the em- 
ployés of the theater where important mat- 
ters were concerned. 

* ‘There are some things connected with the 
theater that are not geverally known to the 
public. They have not been reported in the 
newspapers, nor divulged in the testimony 
before the coroner’s jury. Oue of.them is 
that a few days after the opening of the 
Iroquois, the principal stage carpenter or 
superintendent, Mr. Cummings, who has 
charge in a general way of all the syndi- 
cate’s euterprises, left the city with Mr, 
Davis and others for the purpose of super- 
intending the opening of a new theater in 
Pittaburg belonging to practically the same 
owners as the Iroquois, The stage car- 
penter or superintendent was absent until 
two days before the fire. He left the Iro- | 
quois in au unfinished condition and found it 

as he left it. If he had been at home during 

all the period which intervened between the 

opening and the fire doubtless some fire ap- 

paratus would have been idstatied on the 

stage. In his absence nothing was done. 

The mahagets, the fireman, the assistant 
carpenters, the employés before and behind 
the curtain “took the chances” that no 
fire would break out and unfortunately they 
“ guessed wrong.” They did not take the 
chances for themselves, but for the public. 
They were not riding on the cow catcher. 
Their indulgence in extra hazardous risks 
resulted in the greatest theatrical horror 
ever known in this country and, with but 


Now, in estimating the responsibility of 
Mr. Davis it is fair to inquire what his 
previous experience had been, and also what 
provisions for fire customarily were made in 
other theaters that he was connected with. 
An examination of the report of Tue Trrs- 
une fire commission will show that the 
Dlinois theater, which Mr, Davis also active- 
ly managed and which had the same archi- 
tect and builders as the Iroquois, was thus 
provided: 

Tt fronts on one street and three alleys. [Not so 
at Iroquois.) 

Its stairwaye and railings are sufficient; aleo 
its exits. [Not so at Iroquois.] 

In width of aisles it complies with the ordinances.

Has an independent lighting system; border lights

Mr. Davis cannot be wholly acquitted. 


It is his misfortune that he was “ the re- 
. sponsible manager.” A man cannot be the 
manager of an enterprise of that kind with- 
out being responsible. He cannot unload al) 
the blame for bad judgment and reckless- 
ness, and for the frightful consequences 
that followed, upon subordinates. What his 
Jegal responsibility is Toe Trisune is not 
in a position to judge.. That is a matter to 
be determined by the constituted author- 
ities. It will be strange if they do not hold 
him to some degree of accountability and 
require from him stricter and fuller answers 
than he was disposed to give to the coron: 
er’s jury. 

Passing from the managers to the build: 
ers of the theater, we are confronted with 
a curious situation. In the minds of the 
public the Fuller company would haye been 
freed from all blame if its managers had 
not committed the stupendous blunder of 
attempting to “ destroy evidence” after the 
fire. Nobody will believe that the foreman 
of the company, assisted by three iron- 
workers, undertook to open the nailed down 
vents in the roof over the stage the day 
after the fire without having received in- 
structions to do so. The attempt to destroy 
evidence is worse than the negligence which 
made it desirable that the evidence should 
be destroyed. It will be strange if the 
grand jury does not inquire strictly into 
these circumstances and does not hold to 
account the persons who admitted responsi- 
bility by attempting to remove the proofs 
of it. 

There is a strong disposition among the 
people to “ strike high” in this matter and 
to demand -the punishment or at least the 
trial of persons “ higher up ” than any who 
have yet been named. It isthe same feeling 
which, after a great railroad disaster due 
to gross negligence, often finds expression 
in a cry for the indictment of president and 
directors. Tus Trisune is not prepared 
to say that there is justice in the demand 
now heard in Chicago, or that if insisted 
upon it would result in anything but a fiasco, 
as has been the case when high railroad 
officials "have been tried. Persons “ higher 
up” are not so immediately responsible for 
the [roquois fire that there would be a strong 
disposition either in a grand or petit jury to 
convict them of an offense under the law. 

The further one gets from the persons 
immediately and directly concerned in a dis- 
aster the more difficult it is to convince the 
public that these persons are legally re- 
sponsible. There may be sqme degree of 
moral guilt for laxness, inefficiency, and 
slovenly indolence pervading a corporation, 
municipal or otherwise; but there is noth- 
ing that the law would find it easy to lay 
hold of in all the wide range of the omitted 
virtues.

BRITIGH PASSION FOR SPORTS. 

The extracts from Senator Beveridge’s 
book and Miss Scidmore’s letter, printed in 
Tur Tripuns. of yesterday, show British 
retrogression. The English people have to 
some extént lost the facalty of work; They 
have partially taken in earnest Burke's 
playful assertion that “ Idleness is God's 
best gift to man.”' To the average Eng- 
lishman work is only a wearisome interlude, 
He feels that life is intended primarily to 
be a long holiday, with occasional intermis- 
sions of labor, thus reversing the formula 
which has been usually accepted by the 
world as being the safest guide of conduct. 

The British workman goes breakfastiess 
to his labor, and toils in an indifferent mab- 
ner until lunch time—10 or 11 o’clock—when 
he has his beer and food, such as he thinks 
necessary to sustain life. He continues his | 
labors until 4 or 5 in the afternoon. If heis 
at all remarkable for speed.or zeal in his 
work his misdemeanor is at once called to 
the attention of his union and he is fined for 
“rushing.” The ordinary laborer in Great 
Britain dawdles over bis work to such an 
extent that he does less than half as much 
in a given time as an American workman, . 
When the Westinghouse company set in to 
establish a plant in Englaud the American 
in charge of building operations soon learned 
that the stint of the avergge English brick- 
layer was 800 bricks a day, while the aver- 
age American workman lays 1,000, It was 
with much effort and by holding out extra 
inducements that the Englishmen were per- 
suaded to raise their stint nearly up to the 
American average, so that the company’s 
building might be erected in reasonable 
time. And this horrible example of “ rush- 
ing,” even for double pay, nearly brought on 
a big strike.

History shows that the wealth of Solomon's 
private treasury wae almost beyond caicu- 
lation. His wisdom was the wonder of the 
wise men of his day. He understood science, 
art, philosophy better than any of his con- 
temporaries. The renown of his wealth and 
wisdom prompted the queen of Sheba to 
visit him, and, when she looked at all the 
magnificence of his realm and listened to 
his marvelous words, she returned to*her 
people with the exclamation, “ The half has 
never been told." And yet, with the praise 
of kings and queens, with all that wealth 
and wisdom could precure for happiness, 
he sank into utter wretchedneas and cried, 
“Vanity of vanities; all is vanity.” | 
46 had position, power, pleasure. He had 
intellectual ability of the highest order, and 
had occupied them with matters of seience, 
literature, philosophy, and art.. He was ap- 
parently successful in everyting which he 
undertook: If ever any man tould be 
spoken of as making the best of the world by 
getting out of ‘it as mf@ch as it could give 
he was the man.

The forces of our modern life tend to ob- 
soure the truth of the essential spirituality 
of man. The strain, the rivalry of economic 
life, the life of passion, the idol of excitement, 
the. pleasures of society, the eagerness for 
apeculation,. these are the forces that are 
working deadly mischief in blinding men to 
their spiritual necessities. And yet, under- 
neath it ajl, the soul revolts 
terlaliam. Take a great city 
where life is urgent and materialism an ag- 
gressive creed, if one will try to get at the 
great heart of the city he will discover there 
a longing for God and the things of God. 

All our ennul, our restiessness, what is it 
but the soul's for God? Men want peace. 
Peace cometh from pardon and communion 
with God, which resuite in the effort to live 
the life of God as revealed in Jesus Christ. 
This péace money cannot buy, music cannot 
charm, art cannot win, philosophy cannot 
command. The world saith.in each ofits 
departments: not In me. The soul's 
dissatiafaction with earth's things is but the 
other side of its desire for God. Asit was 
with Solomon, so it is with us. Let the soul 
answer. Does wealth meet its needs? Does 
worldy pleasure satisfy? Does earthly power 
bring peace? 

When the life has grasped all these is. it 
content? Many @ soul is starving today’in 
the midst of plenty. Out of the experience 
of Solomon comes this admonition: Be true, 
be pure, keep thyself unspotted from the 
world, obey the voice of conscience, follow 
the convictions of duty, do the right as God 
reveals it to you; fear him, love him, keep 
his commandments, and serve him with all 
thine heart.

Most astonishing is it to find Dr. Hall stating that even in a country 
school the rickety subjects totaled up to 11 per cent and the bad teeth to 
33, per cent. Now we appear here to find evidence’of a kind that suggests 
“to us an ‘interesting reason for the superiority of the Jewish children in 
physique over their Christian neighbors. That reason is probably to be 
found in what we may call “racial development,” or, in other words, the 
heredity of health. Dr, Hall, finding that the Jewish child of 7 years of 
age weighed on an average four pounds more than the Christian child— 
when the comparison was made at 9 years the Jewish boy weighed seven 
‘pounds more—attributes the increase to better maternal care. The Jewish

This maternal transformation is due partly to mother love and partly 
to the adaptability of feminine nature.

“It will be noted,” says he, “ from the figures that start- 
"ing at 1873 the increase in infants baptized is steady and 
bears a reasonable ratio to the new communicants. But, 
while the figures for 1903 show the usual heavy addition to 
‘the communicants for the period of ten years there is not only 
no advance in the infants baptized but an actual falling off. 
The figures in the ten years between 1883 and 1893 show an 
addition of communicants numbering 254,394 and an addition 
of infants baptized numbering 8,519. 

“But while the advance in communicants between 1893 
end 1903 was the imposing total of 212,388, the loss in infants 
baptized during the same period was 601. Add this 601 loss 
to the gain in infants baptized between 1883 and 1893 and it 
shows a total loss for 19038 over 1893 of 9,120. While the adult 
additions to the church have been consistent and large the loss 
in infants baptized is sudden and highly suggestive. This 
ean mean but one thing—the last ten years have brought about 
either a national deterioration in the domestic qualities or a 
rong and growing opposition to large families among the 
educated classes." 

The figures for the Protestant Episcopal church for the 
Whole country along similar lines are quite as suggestive 
Qnd surprising as those quoted. In 1883 the communicants 
humbered 364,125, the baptisms 040, In 1892 the com- 
Municants were 565,305, amd the baDtisms 47,287, an increase in 
communicants of 201,180-and a falling off in baptisms of 61,758. 
in 1903, eleven years later, the figures for communicants stood 
74,141, an increase over 1892 of 198,836, while the baptisms 
only numbered 45,794, a further fall in the eleven years of 
1,403.

Francis has said is true, although there appears to be a 
reaction just now. Before I came to this city I had two 
kinds of congregations. In Terre Haute, Ind., my congre- 
gation -was composed mostly of well to do, intelligent peo- 
ple, in fact, what might be termed the rich, smart class of 
today. In that congregation there were few births and few 
children. Next I was in charge of a congregation composed 
of what is termed as the middle class. This was in Indian- 
apolis, Ind. In that congregation there were children galore. 
There were between 400 and 500 children at Sunday school. 
“In my present charge I have trouble getting 100 scholars 
in the Sunday school, and the membership of the congre- 
gation is about the same as the congregation in Indianapolis.” 
The Rev. Frank 8. Fitch, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church, the leading church of that denomination in the 
city, ang in whose congregation are many of the wealthiest 
people of Buffalo, said: 
“It seems to me, without any desire to cast reflections, 
that Bishop ‘Francis is dealing in sensationalism. In my 
church there is a reasonably good number of baptisms, in 


fact, they average one a week, which I consider a good. 


showing. I have not noticed any particular decrease of births 
among my parishioners during the last ten or fifteen years. 
In fact, I might state that there has been a slight increase.” 

The Rev. Cameron Davis, rector of Trinity church on 
‘Delaware avenue, one of the fashionable churches of the 
city, said: ‘ Bishop Francis’ remarks might apply to the 
so-called society and smart set in New York. They do not 
apply to Buffalo, however. There is no disposition so far as 
I have been able to note to decrease the birth rate in Buffalo. 
As a matter of fact, large families are welcomed by most of 
our people. I think that Bishop Francis has taken an extreme 
view.” 


Babies Welcome in Baltimore. 

The descendants of the old families of Maryland are as 
fond of large families as were their forefathers of a century 
ago, as is shown by the perpetuation of scores of names of 
people who figured prominently in the history of the state 
Vital statistics show that marriages and births are as numer. 
ous among the refined, educated classes of this city and state 
as they were twenty-five years ago. ‘“‘ The motherly qualities 
of the Maryland women of ¢oday,"’ said a matron prominent 
in society, “are, as they always -have been, a distinguish- 
ing feature of the true southern type of womanhood.” 

The registries of the churches in Baltimore and in the 
suburbs show no appreciable decrease in the yearly number 
of christenings, except in a few instances. The decrease in 


baptisms in these particular churches is accompanied by u. 


decline in membership due to changes in neighborhoods and 
not to limitation in the size of families or any like social con- 
dition. 
people in this city whose marriages in the last ten years have 
been prolific of numerous offspring. One young Baltimore 
millionaire, whose wife is a typical southern society woman, 
is the happy-father of four children born within five years. 
The Rev. John Timothy Stone, D. D., paster of Brown 
Memorial Presbyterian church, the congregation of which 
includes many of the most prominent people in Baltimore, 
said: 
“The home life of this city is simply beautiful and all 
the little babies are welcome. The congregation of my church 
consists of both those of the middle class and a large number 


of the wealthy class. I know for a fact that in a great many 


cases the members of the wealthy class have the largest 
families. In my estimation amd knowledge and from per- 
gonal observations I am frank to say that there certainly 
have been comparatively more christenings in Brown Me- 
morial church of late years than there were previously.” 


Pittsburg Sees Peril to Nation. 


Pittsburg clergymen generally agree with Bishop Francis. 
They go further and sound a note of alarm, pointing to the 
danger to American inatitutions in the future because of 
the decrease in births in American families and the remark- 
able increase in the families of the unamerican, foreign 
born population. : 

The Rev. Dr. David Riddle Breed, professor in the Alle- 
gheny seminary and former pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church of the Covenant, Chicago, called attention to Bishop 
Francis’ protest at the meeting of the Presbyterian ministers 
on Monday. His protest was carefully listened to, and the 
ministers agreed it was timely. | 

“The birth rate,’ -he said, “particularly among the 
wealthy, is unquestionably decreasing, and in many cases 
from improper causes. I consider it ome cf the greatest 
perils to our Christian civilization.” — 

The Rev. Henry D. Lindsay of the Noréh Avenue Pres- 
byterian church said: “‘I can’t see that there is any differ- 
ence in those who have money or who have not. In my 
charge I don’t think it's true that babies are not wanted 
in the homes of the rich, gThey. come in plenty in my churc

no taking of life in the limiting.” 


Ss 
Cleveland Indorses the Bishop. 

No minister of a fashionable church in Cleveland is will- 
ing to say for publication whether he thinks there is good 
foundation for the statement that “‘ babies are not wanted in 
the finest homes of the nation these days,” but they admit 
that the bishop told the truth in a broad way. The birth rate 
is lower among the members of the fashionable churches of 
Cleveland than it is among the poor or moderately well to do. 
The sons and daughters of fathers and mothers who had four 
or five children, on the average, have themselves not more 
than one or two children, and some of them have none. 

“I would not want to criticise my congregation,’’ said the 
pastor of the most fashionable Congregational church. “TI 
cannot be quoted about this subject. But what the bishop 
says is true. It is a problem how the church is to be main- 
tained. Most of the burden is now being borne by a few old 
men, who are rich. But their sons and daughters are not rear- 
ing families, Who is to take the place of these old men when 
they die? Who will carry on the work of the church? 

“ The cause of this condition of affairs? Selfishness. Young 
women nowadays—that is, women who have been reared in 
homes of luxury—cannot reconcile themselves to the giving 
up of any of the pleasures they have enjoyed. The care of a 
family would interfere with their pleasure, hence they do not 
have children.” . | 


Washington Is Doubtful. 

Clergymen at the national capital, as q rule, admit that 
chureh statistics go far to prove the truth of the assertion 
made by Bishop Francis, but they claim, for various teasons, 
that church statistics do not offer a fair test. 

Bishop Satterlee, in speaking of race suicide in fashion- 
able and wealthy homes, said: “I have not observed the mat- 
ter as closely here as in New York, and am not so well pre- 
pared to discuss either the fact or the cause. In New York 
I have notieed that the Sunday schools tn the wealthier 
churches located in the more fashionable parts of the city 
were léss well attended than those in the poorer parts, and 
also that there were fewer christenings. | 

“Church statistics would searcely tell the story, for peo 
ple of the richer classes -are probably more careless. about 
christening than formerly. But even admitting that there are 
fewer children born to the rich than to the poor at the present 
time, one must remember how comparatively few really rich 
people there are in the world after all.’”’ 

Dr. Roland Cotton Smith, pastor of St. John’s church, the 
most fashionable congregation in Washington, says: : 

“The church is a poor field from which to gather statistics 


to prove the charge of race suicide among the rich. But, | 


supposing the charge of race suicide is true, there are such 
rapid changes going on in this country that perhaps a better 
and Brawnier stock may rise up to take their places.

Cincinnati churchmen and pastors for the most part agree 
with Bishop Francis.

Detroit Sees Danger Ahead. 

The question of race suicide is not one that Detroit clergy- 
men are eager to discuss. In fact, most of them show a 
decided eagerness to keep as far away from the subject as 
possible. Some maintain that it is a matter for the doctors 
to talk about, saying: ‘‘Go to the medical men; they are 


‘the men to give you figures and the right sort of an esti- 


mate ’’;, others claim it is a matter that should not be dis- 
cussed; still others don’t condescned to give.any reason, but 
refuse point blank to talk. 

The Rev. Rufus W. Clark, rector of St.’ Paul's Episcopal 
church and one of the most widely known of Detroit's cler- 


gymen, said: | 
“Bishop Francis is eternally right. No one who has 


observed «conditions intelligently can deny that the birth 


rate is decreasing, alarmingly so. People do not seem to re- 
alize the duties they are called on to assume when they enter 
the marriage relation, or if they do they willfully ignore 
them. You know as well as I do that all sorts of child mur- 
per is going on and is coming to be looked upon as a matter 


of course, 
“Look at my own ward. We have four births to the 


thousand; in other wards there are twenty to the thousand. 
And then you ask, is there any ground for criticism?” 

The Rev. John McCarroll, rector of Grace Episcopal 
church, said: “ For a time there was a decrease in the birth 
rate, and I think that people were justified in feeling alarm 
over the matter. Now, however, I fancy, the pendulum has 


_gwung the other way.” 


The Rev. Edward H! Pence, pastor of Fort Street Pres- 
byterian church, sald: “ Perhaps the old fashioned family 
of from six to ten is waning—at any rate, it is not so popu- 
lar quite so high up in the social scale. There are some 
possible excuses—excuses, not reasons—for the reduction in 
the average which is shown in the last United States census 
report:

Babies Fashionable in Milwaukee. 

If the testimony of representative pastors of fashionable 
churches is to be accepted, Mitwauxce homes give denial to 
the swe2ping assertion made by Bishop Francis and others. 

“ Of course I can only speak with authority concerning my 
own church,’ said the Rev. Edward G. Richardson, pastor of 
St. James’ Episcopal church. “ In my congregation, the birth 
rate has increased steadily for the last ten years at least. In 
1901 there were 225 families and 900 baptized persons in the 
church and 1 “officiated at 15 christenings. In 1002 there 
were 215 families and 800 baptized persons in the church and 
21 children were baptized. The last year there have been 200 
families and 1,000 baptized persons and 42 baptisms of 
babies. It must be admitted that there is some ground for 
the statements made by Bishop Francis, but I do not believe

instead of decreasing,”” said the Rev. A. A. Kiehle, pastor of

The Rev. Dr. Maurice D. Edwards, Dayton Avenue Pres 
byterian, says: “ That there is a marked decrease In children 
born in well to do families during the last fifteen or twenty 
years I doubt. That there is such decrease as compared with 
a@ generation or two ago I think there can be no doubt.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Fulton, Central Presbyterian, says? 
“There is no doubt that a considerable falling off has oa 
eurred in recent years in the size of families among the 
wealthy and fashionable. But I believe that a change will 
yet come in the mode of life of these people and that women

Minneapolis Has an Explanation. 


Minneapolis pastors admit the truth of Bishop Francis* 
assertion, but claim that families of the wealthy class in the 
west are larger as a rule than of the same class In the east, 

The Rev. Leavitt H. Hallock, D. D., pastor of Plymouth 
Congregationa] church, one of the most fashionable churches 
of Minneapolis, asserts that there is a well defined natural 
law, which imposes a check on the immoderate growth of 
population. | 

“Look at the savage tribes,’’ he said, “ the members of 
which have large families. This is necessary, as war kills 
and carries off so many, that if there were not a large natural 
Ineréage, the tribes would soon die out. The more comples 
civilization becomes, I find, the smaller number of children 
there are. A large number is not necessary to keep up the 
population.” 
The Rey. J. E. Bushnell of Westminster Presbyterian 
church, which is attended by many wealthy péople, said: 
“That our wealthy people do not have large’ families is 
obvious, and Bishop Francis’ statement is certainly in ling 
with the truth. There are so many duties involving on our 
wealthy people that the women have no inclination to give 
the necessary attention to children. -This is not true in all 
cases, but I find that the families of our two chapels, which 
are practically missions, are larger than those of our congrer 
gation.” 


Omaha Pleads Guilty. 
Omaha’s wealthy and fashionable church -congregati 
seem to prove the truth of what Bishop Francis has said 
Most of the churches show a gradual growth in membership, 
but a decreasing ratio of christenings. St. Mary's Avenue 
Congregational church, with an average annual mbershig 
of 600 since 1894, shows a steady decrease in infant baptismé 
since 1896. In that year the number was 22. In 1908 the 
number was 7. 
All Saints’ Episcopal church had 347 members in 1894 and 
19 christenings. In 1903 the members numbered 400, wi 
only 11 christenings. The statistics of the First Presbyterian 
church show a gain of membership since 1899. The number 


_-of infant baptisms in 1899 was 11. In 1002 the number was 


5. In 1968 there was not one. Here are some of the views 
expressed by leading clergymen: — 


Bishop Williams of Trinity cathedral, Episcopal—* Bishop 


Francis’ statement that babies are not wanted in the finest 
homes cannot be questioned. Possibly the fashionable 
churches of this city could not furnish etatistics to sub- 
stantiate the assertion, but the truth would not be affected 
on that account.

And if the answer 
is ‘ Yes,’ he shakes his head in the negative. You must loo’ 
elsewhere for a home. 

True Here,” Says Denver. 

Denver churches seem to disprove the sweeping statement 
made by Bighop Francis. The Rev. J. H. Houghton, rector of 
St. Mark’s Episcopal church, says: “Some of the most 
piteous prayers I hear are from rich people wanting children. 
Apart from the joy they covet of fatherhood and motherhood, 
they look at large possessions some day to be divided among 
relatives in whom they have little interest and their name 
aying out with the distribution. I imagine when the appeal is 
made to the doctor, as well as to the priest, they will have a 


wide testimony to give, for in each age since the world began, — 


I am sure it will be found that riches, when contributing to a 

worldly life, gayety, luxury, hurry, anxiety,- gluttony, false 

dressing, etc., have eliminated the powers of reproduction.”

From a 
collection of 1,150 hymne in the old book the 
number will be reduced to icss than 800 
hymns, of which 150 will be new to the new 
volume. These figures, in short, indicate 
thatthe old hymnal will have lost at least 

- 600 of the old tunes that cluttered it up and 
made work for the printer and binder, with 
amall-return for congregational singing. 

At.athe same time it is assured that the vol- 
ume-Will not be lacking one of the old favor- 
ites that bave appealed to any section of the 
country. Prof. C..M. Stuart of Evanston 
and Tyr. W. F. Tillet of Nashville, Tenn., are 
the committee of two left to complete the de- 
tails of arranging for copyrights and for pub- 
lishing. the volume which was passed on 
sont’ iime ago by the general commission in 
session at Plymouth, Mass. Twenty-two

Made More Adaptable to Services.

Another vital suggestion was that the 
words.of the hymns should be printed be- 
tween the bars of the music, from beginning 
to end, as ‘making the singing easier. This 
was disregarded by the commission, how-

VANDERBILT LINES TO BE GOV- 
BY A BOARD. 


New Pidn Means Abolition of Many ‘or- 
fices — Wisconsin Central Action 
May Precipitate a War in Grain | 
Rates — Chicago, Cincinnati and | 
Louisville te Enter the Grand Cen- 
tral Station—George Flint of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Is Dead. 


According. to reports from New York, the 
Vanderbilt lines are to be taken under the 
care of a governing board. The change, itis 
said, will cause some of the present offic 
be abolished, and it is probable the holders 
will be made members of the board. E. V. 
W. Rossiter; first vice president; W. C. 
Brown, third vice president; and John Cars- 
tenson, fourth vice president, are said to be 
the committee to arrange for the change, and 
will report findings direct to W. K. Vander- 
bilt. All busin-ss is to be directed from the 
office of the g°.. rning board, and the heads 
wil] be enabled to meet daily and be in closer 
touch with the situation than they now are. 

If the plan goes through, one of the largest 
railroad systems in the country will be 
formed. There will be nearly 12,000 milies of 
road and millions of dolars in property and 
equipment involved. It is said that if-Mr 
Vanderbilt finds the scherhe feasibie he will 
make W. H. Newman, now president of the 
New York Central and Lake Shore roads, the 
head of the governing board. 

The idea is said to have long been under 
consideration, and the committee is expected 
to’make its report within a few days. The 
plan is the most plauSible conceived since the 
subject of a consolidation of the Vanderbilt 
lines came up some time ago. . 


Grain Rate War Threatened. 
The lines from the southwest to St. Paul 


and Minneapolis are on the verge of a grain 


rate war. The Wisconsin Central. which has 


not had much to do with the grain business 


out of Chicago, has made a rate from this 
-city to 8t. Paul and Minneapolis which has 


resulted In diverting’considerable traffic in 


that direction. The Wisconsin ‘Central, al- 
though 500 miles away from the Missouri Val- 
ley, 1s hauling grain from that territory by 


way of Chicago to the Twin Cities in competi- 


tion With the lines which lead directly to the 
wheat fields. 


The scarcity of wheat for the Minneapolis 


mills is the reason for this strange movement. 
The Missouri river wheat which the Wiscon- 
sin Central is carrying is delivered to that 
line almost solely by the Sante Fé; Compet- 
itors of the latter appear to be of the opinion 
that a low through rate has been named by 
the Sante Fé, and that the roads divide on a 
50 per cent basis without reference to the 
length of the haul. 

It is probable that retaliatory measures will 
bé taken by the lines running direct from the 
Missouri river to the Twin Cities. A sensa- 
tional reduction in the grain rates both to 
Chicago and St. Paul is looked for. » 


© New Line Will Enter Chicago. 

The Chicago Terminal Transfer rallroad’s 
Grand Central station will have another 
tenant by April 1. The Chicago, Cincifinati 
and ulsvitie railroad is nearing comple- 
tion and will be ready to run trains into this 
city by that time. The northern terminus 
of the line at present Is at Griffiths, Ind., 
and both freight end passenger service be- 
tween Cincinnat! and Griffiths will be in- 
augurated either Feb. 1 or 8. The entrance 
to Chicago will be from Hammond, Ind., 
over the Chicago Terminal Transfer rail- 
road’s tracks. The new road expects to 
make arrangements with either the Grand 
Trunk or Erie for trackage rights from Grif- 
fiths to Hammond, but if it fails to do this 
it will build a line of its own batween the 
points.

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SGOING AVARKET IN 


N spite of all that has been written about Japan- 
ese costume, or because of some things that 
have been written, popular notions on the sub- 
ject are incorrect. 

There is a general idea that the progressive 
Japs have almost abandoned their picturesque 
native dress in favor of European garb, but 
nothing could be farther from the truth. It is 
possible to walk the streets of Tokio for days without meeting 

a singlé native of either sex in European dress, and in the 
country western costumes are almost unknown. Even among 

men European dress is confined chiefly to Officials and men 
who are connected by business or other relations with foreign 

residents. | 

Another prevailing error is illustrated and confirmed by 

the showy kimonos, svld in our shops, and the general gaud!- 
ness of attire affected by actresses and other women assuming 
Japanese roles in plays and at costume balls. Now, nothing 
plainer or more somber and monotonous than a Tokio street 
throng can well be imagined. The kimono—the all enveloping 
garment worn by both sexes—is almost invariably dark blue 
or dark gray, plain or with a fine pattern. The one showy 
article of dress worn by women is the obi, or brightly colored 
silken sash a foot or more wide and several yards long, which 
is wrapped around the waist and tied in a huge, stiff, and 
elaborate bow at the back. —

Obi for Full Dress. ; 
The obi is a mark of full dress; on ordinary occasions the 


buttonless kimono is kept closed by a narrow girdle. One or 
more kimonos are worn according to the weather, the under 
ones being often light colored. A long slip of light colored 
silk called a hitomo, and a short under petticoat of white 
muslin take the place of fine lingerie and knit underwear. 

The feet are covered by short stockings or socks, tabi, with 
wadded soles and protected by straw sandals or high wooden 
clogs. 

For outdoor wear a loose three-quarter length cloak is 
often thrown over the kimono and obi. The head ig uncov- 
ered except in.cold weather, when it is wrapped up in a scarf. 

Lighter hued, though not gaudy, kimonos are sometimes 
worn indoors, but the big stiff obi of satin or heavy eilk is 
still the sole conspicuous garment. It is a garment, not a 
mere ornament, and it has an important function, which 
illustrates the radical variance between Japanese and west- 
ern ideals of feminine beauty. Nature has given the Japan- 
ese woman a large waist, a flat and undeveloped bust, and 
narrow and small hips. Instead of restricting the waist 
and thereby inareasing the apparent size of the bust and 
hips, she fills out its slight deficiency with the obi and makes 
‘her figure as straight as a man’s. 


Japanese Ideals of Beauty. 

These are the “ points” of a Japanese beauty. Her face 
and figure, hands and feet, and her nose must be long and 
marrow, her arms and legs slender, and her hips small. Broad

The 4 year old girl is another example of the first period of 
plumpness. She is evenly and beautifully developed and 
measures five and three-quarters heads. With the fifth year 
we reach the culmination of the strictly childish or neuter 
beauty. After this difference of sex begins to manifest itself. 

The next period, from 5 to 7, is marked by the appearance 
of the second set of teeth. The body becomes more slender, 
though the face retains its roundness. The height is about 
six and one-quarter heads. In the 7 year old boy the 
muscles are plainly visible. The torso of the girl of the 
zame age differs little from. that of the boy, but her calves 
are rounder and her thighs and hips much larger than his. 

In the next period, from 7 to 10 years, there is little in- 
crease in height, but much in weight. The height ranges 
from forty-eight to fifty-two inches, or from six and one- 
quarter to six and one-half heads. The forms, though still 
childish, are fuller and rounder than in the preceding period, 
especially in the case of girls, whose hips in particular de- 
velop rapidly. So do the boys’ shoulders and in many cases 
their hands and feet. In this period, too, begins the develop- 
ment of the breast in girls. Too great precocity in the ap- 
pearance of all such womanly characteristics is an unfavora- 
ble sign and js apt to be followed by an arrest of development 
later. 


Girls Pass Boys in Development. 


In the “second period of slenderness,”’ from 11 to 16 
years, the average height increases from fifty-two to sixty- 
five inches, or from six and three-quarters to seven and one- 
half heads, but the rate of growth is different tn the two 
sexes, and girls grow rapidly .in womanliness as well as in 
height... In boys, however, the signs of approaching man- 
hood, the beard and the change in voice, do not appear uptil 
after the fifteenth year. 

Full height its usually attained in the twentieth year.

RE you taking health exercises? 

They are just the thing for you if you are 
delicate in any way, or if you are not all you 
would like to be both in figure and in looks. 

Health exercises develop the figure across 
the bust, and they make the waist slender. 
They are recommended for the girl who is 
too short, and they are the thing for the young 
woman who is of the lean and lanky order. 

Health exercises must be taken in three ways. First, 
‘they need an open window winter and summer. If taken in 
the winter time the window must be raised and the room 
must be well heaited, so that the air, though perfectiy fresh 
air, is also warm air. In the best gymnasiums they have 
broad windows, which are always kept open. Below the win- 
dow there extends a long, low radiator, which heats the air 
as it efiters the open window. 

Uniess you are willing to give your lungs a full supply 

of fresh air your health exercises can do you no good at all. 
On the contrary, they exhaust you instead of helping you in 


the scheme of self-development. 
_ Add Desired Inches to Height. 
The fashionable and healthy girl of the season is the one 
who is tall. To grow tall’ you must {take stretching exer- 
cises of the sort that flatten the back and broaden the 
whoulders. This can only be done by straightening up and 
exercising with the shoulders held back and the body made as 
ible. 
other heaith exercise is the one that is taken for making 
one taller. To take it you lie flat on the stomach. The girl 
who wants to grow an inch can stretch herself flat on the 
ground, face downward. Here ghe lies and kicks with, the 
shoulders thrown back and the head lifted. This straightens 
round shoulders and teaches a girl to stand erect. 
Most short people are round shouldered. “If you stand 
up straight you will be taller,” is what many a beauty spe- 
cialist says to a pretty girl. “ Don't sink down; don’t let 


* your shoulders grow curved. Don’t get a crook in your back. 


Don’t let your hips sag. Don’t get into the habit of lowering 
your head and talking with your chin sunk in your neck. 
Don’t forget that you can be taller if you want to be taller.” 

There are stretching exercises that bring every muscle 
of the body into play. Practice these, and pretty soon you 
will be tall, for, as the muscles grow stronger and more

Reduce Waist Rationally. 


The problem of reducing the waist without injuring the 
health is one that has interested womankind since the days 
‘of Queen Elizabeth. Tight lacing is no remedy for the itl, 
for, as the fat is squeezed away from one portion of the body 


* itis pressed out in another place. If you pinch the waist you 


make the bust larger, and you crowd fat into the abdomen 
and up into the neck, and even into the arms, for tight lacing 
will puff out the arms wonderfully. Besides this, it com- 
presses the abdomen, and often it interferes with the functions 
of the body and presses out of place the vital organs. 

Let your waist alone, as far as tight lacing is concerned, 
and try to get results in some other way. Don't pull your 
belt. Don’t press it with the stiff bones. Don’t try to make 
your waist appear smaller than it naturally is, for you will 
meet with the poorest of success as sure as you try to reduce it 
along those lines. 

The only rational way to reduce the waist is by exercise. 
But you must go at it in the right way. Don’t think that any 
kind of exercise will have the effect of giving a narrow 
waist line, for such is not the case. It is only certain kinds 
of gymnastics taken in certain ways that will reduce the 
waist and bring it down to the long and low and necessary 
pint of beauty. 

The tong waist is still the rage. ‘“‘ My waist is too short,” 
mmplained a pretty model, “and a little too large. But I

If you want to make your waist small quickly, stand 
wpon one foot and stretch the other foot out until it ts 
almost at right angles with the body. Then repeat this with 
the other foot. 

Keep on doing it over and over again, until the hips and 
abdomen feel tired. You cannot injure yourself with this 
exercise, and the result will be something that will be satis- 
factory in the long run. In a short time—even the first day— 
the waist will begin to feel more supple, and this is the 
beginning of slenderness.

The playful girl is always a slender girl. The girl who 
runs up and down stairs willingly; the girl who likes to 
pick up articles that have falien to the floor; the girl who 
enjoys doing the many little odds and ends of daily life— 
this is the girl who will bc slender. 

The stout girl is the gir] who cannot turn her head. The 
girl who is choked up in a tight stock is always, or nearly 
always, stout.

- There are women who are ungraceful in their limbs. This 
always comes from one of two things. Either they are so 
thin that they cannot walk with any degree of grace, or they 
are so stout that their legs will not allow them to move 
about with ease. Either condition is bad, but that of the fat 
woman is the worst, for it takes longer to take off fat than 
it does to put it on. Fat can be put on at the rate of a pound 
a day, while it can hardly be taken off faster than three 
pounds a week with safety.

is as frankly on exhibition as a prize winner at a forse show, 
and who feel privileged to comment audibly upon her ap- 
pearance. 

If a girl is bound to end her maidenhood with a spectacular 
performance, by all means let her do it with all the limelight 
thrown on, and the orchestra playing soft music, but for 
pity’s sake let's drop the pretense that there is anything sol- 
emn about it. Let’s admit we do it for the show, and stand 
on the inalienable right every man and woman has to hire a 
hall and make am exhibition of themselves if they want to. 
There may be a church wedding that is as solemn and sacred 
as the most reverential soul could desire, but it isn’t the kind 
of a church wedding that calls for the accompaniment of gap- 
ing crowds and white satin and palms that are hauled in from 
a dancehouse. It is where the house of God !s empty of all 
save his presence; where only the two or three who are near- 
est or dearest to the bride and groom are gathered about the 


priest at the altar, and where the absence of the motley 
throng that make up our every day world sets the hour apart 
as something infinitely sacred and lonely-lonely as every 
human soul must be in the great crisis of its fate. But do you 
ever hear of the girl who talks so glibly about wanting a 


church wedding because it is so ‘solemn * wanting that kind 
of a church wedding?. Well, I guess not!

If a woman had never been at a display church wedding 
and had never heard the comments on the bridal party and 
the general arrangements, one might possibly understand her 
hankering after the fleeting pleasure of for onee in her life 
being the whole show.

Somebody you never heard of. Clerk in a bank. I believe. 
Isn't it ridiculous for people like that to spend so much money 
on a big church wedding? The whole family wt!l have to live 
on starvation fare for the next six months to pay for it, but 
Melisa Sanders always had social ambitions, and she was 
bound to have a wedding like Mamie Croesus’ or perish in the 
attempt. She'll keep her husband’s nose to the grindstone 
the longest day she Nves; mark my words, and see if she 
doesn't. Just look at those decorations. Did you ever see 
anything so skimpy? Say, look at those swell looking people 
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going up under the white ribbon. I notice she’s got all her 
poor kin ‘tucked safely away in a corner. S-s-sh! there they 
come. Did you ever see her look so bad? My, but she shows 
her age. Look at oid Mr. Sanders. Doesn’t he look miserable 
in that dress suit? I bet he never had one on before. What's 
that you say? Maybe he’s wondering how he'll stave off the 
sheriff till he pays for her wedding finery.

a kitchen drudge, isn’t it about the height of human silliness 
and lack of sense to have a big show wedding? Isn't there 
even something ludicrous in the spectacle of starting forth 
in married life with such a blare of trumpets, when every- 
body knows that the next day she must drop out of the pro- 
cession and be known to society no more? If the rich, who 
can keep the pace, desire the blatant vulgarity of display 
weddings, where a press agent heralds every detail, and the 
bride’s undergarments are photographed for the daily papers, 
it is their own affair. Let them marry and give in marriage 
as it pleases them, but, my dear poor girl, you who are mar- 
rying a poor man, do not go into such imitative folly. Think 
of the sacrifice it will cost your people.
